'Fliis 
v%.ts  fuccccded  by  a  trembling  of  the 
euth  in  the  neighbourhootl,  where

liie  l.uuc  time  th.it  the  pi iiK ipal  mouth 
by  which  troubleil  waters  and  mud 
commonly  ilfue  forth,  became  enlarged 
in  di.mieter  to  fix  palms  •.  Out  of  this 
mouth  tiieie  arolc,  i>r  was  emitted, 
lomething  that  relembleci  a  cloud  of 
imokc,  .md  whidi,  in  a  very  fevv^lc- 
(  oiUis,  a''n  vevi  to  the  height  of  twenty- 
four  pdtHS.  Alinough  the  mattc*r  of 
th.io  txplofion  hail  the  colour  of  tiamc 
in  lome  ot  its  parts,  it  contained  never- 
tl'.e’.eu  liipnd  mud,  ami  lumps  of  clay, 
uhidi  in  Idling,  Ipiead  thcmlelvcs 
ovei  The  i  ircinn.mibient  loll,  'I'hc

W  c  arc  always  tempted  to  attilbute 
ett'e^s  nearly  fiinilar  to  the  lame  caufe. 
It  is  Teen  that  this  mountain  has  erup¬ 
tions  like  Mount  Etna  ;  and  this  has 
l*ren  fufficicni  to  induce  the  inhabit¬ 
ants  of  Its  environs,  and  the  few  travel¬ 
lers  who  have  obicrvtd  it,  to  luppolc 
that  all  the  phenomena  depend  on  lub- 
terrancous tires.  1  ari  lvedon  the  Ipot, 
pi c-occupicil  with  tli^  lame  idea.  I 
expected  nothing  more  than  to  Ice  an 
endinary  volcano,  either  in  the  com¬ 
mencement  or  termination.  I  did  not 
lul’  Cet  that  there  was  any  oflier  agent 
in  nature,  except  lire,  capable  of  pro¬ 
ducing  the  phenomena  tliat  hail  been 
announced  to  me  }  but  1  was  quickly 
undeceived.  1  faw  nothing  around  me 
that  indicated  the  prcfence  ot  the  Igne¬ 
ous  element,  which,  when  in  action, 
irnprell'es  a  diltin^tive  cha»acter  on  all 
its  productions  j  and  J  was  loon  con¬ 
vinced  that  Nature  employs  wry  dif¬ 
ferent  means  to  produce  clTcCts  that 
lelcmblc  each  other.  1  faw  th.it  fire 
was  not  the  pi  incipal  agent,  nor  even 
concerned  in  the  phenomena  of  this 
mountain  j  and  if,  m  Ibine  eruptions, 
linokc  and  heat  were  obferved,  that 
tlielc  clrcumllanccs  arc  no  more  than 
cafual  oraccelloiy,  and  donor  point 
tmt  the  true  cauie  of  the  explolions. 
But,  previous  to  a  developcment  of 
the  uitiire  of  this  new  agent,  it  will  be 
ncct ifary  to  give  a  detail  of  lome  cir- 
tumltances  which  I  iinv  h  ive  neglccHcd 
in  dcfciibing  the  more  o'ovious  appear¬ 
ances  relating  to  this  finguiar  pheno¬ 
menon. 

My  brft  cndcavoui .  on  my  ari  ival 
on  tlic  plain  of  Maccaluba  was  to  alcer- 
taln  whether  any  heat  cxllled  in  the 
ebullitions  1  lawabout  me.  It  was  not 
without  apprchenfion  that  I  walked  on 
this  tremulous  plain.  It  appeared  dan- 
eious  to  me  to  approach  too  near  the 
irgcr  cones,  about  which  the  groutul 
was  more  worn  than  cUVv. licie,  and 
might  yicltl,  and  luffer  me  to  link. 
However, encouraged  by  repeatcvl  trials, 
I  u«lvanced  to  the  very  leniie  of  the 
pl.iin.  I  thrull  my  haiul  intotlie  duid 
nnul  of  the  ciatei  s,and  into  the  cavi¬ 
ties  that  contained  water  In  a  itatc  of 
f  buliition  ;  but  inlic  •  i  of  f  l.e  I'enf  ition 
of  heat  I  expected,  I  exo<  rienccd  tliat 
of  cold.  I  then  plungt\i  my  theinio- 
meter,  which  in  the  open  .tir  Ituod  at 


twenty-three  degrees  and  a  half,  and  it 
deice ndrtt  three  degrees.  I  thnilt  mv 
naked  arm  as  deep  as  1  could  into  the 
mud  of  one  of  the  crater.,  and  1  expe¬ 
rienced  A  leni'ation  ot  Itill  gicatercohi 
than  at  the  lurlace.  No  fmell  of  ful- 
phur  or  linoke  could  be  perceived, 
and,  in  fliort,  I  cuuld  by  no  polllble 
means  dii'cover  any  veltige  of  Hre  in 
the  llate  the  mountain  was  then  in. 
'I'his  tacf  being  well  eltablillicil,  it  was 
necelfary  to  examine  whether  the  igne¬ 
ous  element  either  allilted  or  a.!:ted  as 
cliief  agent  in  the  great  eruptions.  I 
aiieady  began  to  doubt.  I  examined 
every  pait  of  this  plain,  and  all  the  ex- 
tiTio:  parts  of  the  mountain,  without 
diitovering  any  lublbnce  upon  which 
the  fire  had  aded.  On  the  contrary,  I 
touiui  evident  tokens  t*.>  prove  that 
this  deilrudive  agent  liad  not  exilled. 
Among  the  ejeded  matter  of  the  lall 
eruption  1  law  fat  clavs,  that  contained 
calcareous  I'par  not  at  all  altered,  calca¬ 
reous  ftones  abiolutely  untouched, 
together  with  regttlar  nyltals  of  I'par, 
and  Iragrneius  of  laminated  leletiite,  or 
gyplum  Ipeculaic.  I'hefe  martei  s,  tliat 
is  to  lay,  the  Iparand  cryltallizcd  gvp- 
lum,  are  altered  by  the  molt  gentle  fire, 
and  the  grey  clay,  by  tl.c  adion  of 
heat,  is  baked  into  a  red  tile  or  brick, 
hince  the  If  fuhilances  carry  no  maiks 
of  fire,  they  cannot  liave  been  fiib- 
jeded  to  its  adion,  and  confeqiirntly 
it  has  notexifted  in  this  finguiar  pheno¬ 
menon.  Asfoonasmy  obfervations  had 
convinced  me  this  mountain  was  not  an 
ordinary  volcano,  I  readily  law  tlie  raufe 
of  all  the  phenonu  n.i.  A  bottle  being 
filled  with  the  air  which  el'caped  from 
the  mud  ami  tiie  water,  initantly  extin - 
guilhed  a  taper  plunged  into  it.  Tiiis 
air,  mixed  wnth  atir.olpherical  air,  pi  o- 
iliiced  neither  fiamc  nor  cxplolion .  I 
had  noopportiinity  of  making  other  ex  • 
periments,  but  tlicfe  were  lutficient  to 
Oiow  that  it  was  fixed  air  that  is  the  only 
aueut  in  the  phenomena  I  have  de- 
Ici  ibid.  And  it  feeins  to  me,  that  the 
following  explanation  gives  the  true 
lolutiun  ot  this  problem,  which  at  firlt 
appeared  rather  emharialhng. 

I  have  already  taken  notice,  that  the 
foil  of  all  the  country  is  calcareous. 
It  IS  covered  with  mountains  of  a  grev 
and  dudile  cl.iy,  tint  often  contains 
gyplum  ;  and  accident  lias  plated  a 
ipring  of  flit  water  in  the  middle  of 
iliat  called  Matc.duh.i,  great  numbers 
of  which  are  every  where  in  this  coun- 
ti  y  abounding  with  mines  of  rock-lalt. 
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This  water  continually  moiltens  the 
clay,  and  atrerwards  exudes  thioii^di 
one  of  the  tides  of  the  inuuntain.  'I'lic 
vitriolic  acid  of  the  clay  lei/es,  by  its 
j;reatcr  atiinity,  the  bale  of  the  marine 
lalt,  arul  di (engages  the  marine  acid, 
vchich  acts  on  tnc  calcareous  earth  be- 
neatlwhe  mountain.  This  lalt  combi¬ 
nation  illl’enuai'cs  a  valt  ijuantiiy  of 
Hxed  air,  that  travel  les  the  whoie  inafs 
t>f  inoiit  clay,  aiul  burlls  out  through 
IHC  111  if  ICC.  'The  vitriolic  acid  <^f  tlv 
clay  may  likevvlle  combine  diri'^tly 
with  the  calcareous  llonc,  and  continu¬ 
ally  form  gypfum.  The  conltaiu  mo¬ 
tion  of  hxed  air  through  tliC  clay  pro¬ 
duces  an  elfect  fnnilar  to  that  wliich 
would  arife  from  kneading,  that  is,  it 
augments  its  dmMility  and  tenacity. 
During  ilie  winter,  or  lalny  lealbn,  the 
clay  ii»  more  moillened,  the  air  dil* 
engages  itielt  more  eaidy,  aiul  the  ebul¬ 
litions  arc  mure  multiplied.  Daring 


the  fiunmcr,  the  furface  of  the  clay  be¬ 
comes  iliy,  and  torins  a  ctud  irorc  or 
lefs  tliick.  I'he  air  then  mull  make  an 
etfort  to  eicape,  aiul  ilfues  leu  th  at  the 
place  where  the  rclilt.ince  is  h*alt.  It 
he.ips  together,  by  little  and  little,  the 
poi  tioija  of  earth  it  brings  along  with 
it,  and  liirms  Imall  cones,  in  the  mid¬ 
dle  of  v>hicii  it  piclei  ves  a  palfage.  But 
when  the  iunuueis  liavc  been  long, 
hut.  and  drv,  the  clay  increafcs  in 
tenacity  .^I’d  conipactnefs.  It  is  no 
longer  perme;d)le  to  the  air,  but  relilt# 
tlic  etfoils  ot  its  clalliciiy.  'I'he  air 
accumulates  continually,  and  at  a  cer¬ 
tain  point  of  comprebenlion  produces 
earthquakes,  lubrerraneous  thundeis^ 
and,  laltly,  the  eruptions  concerning 
whicSi  I  have  fpoken  ;  and  the  greater 
the  rellltance,  the  mote  conliderabie 
the  explolion.  rims  it  appears,  that 
fixed  air  is  the  only  agent  in  all  the 
phenomena  of  this  mountain.

As 
(he  advanced  in  life,  me  grew  emhon- 
point  I  and  a  ptrfon  who  had  occafion 
to  fee  her  upon  bufinefs,  many  years 
after  the  death  of  Prior,  itated,  thatfhe 
had  fo  totally  loft  her  attra^ions  by  her 
^rie/for  that  event,  or  concealed  them 
in  the  clofencfs  of  her  drefs,  that  an 
eminent  artilt,  who  was  alfb  prefent, 
obferved,  the  was  a  far  more  correct 
reprefentation  of  a  witch  than  a  god- 
defs. 

Though  her  hulband  died  but  a 
(hort  time  before  Prior,  it  is  correi^fly 
ftated  in  Pr.  Ai'buthnoi's  letter,  before 


thr.t  ever  entered  its  doors,  as  fome  of  the  happieft  of  his  life.  Of  this  grovelling 
propenfjty  of  the  human  mind,  Prior  was  not,  in  thole  times,  the  only  inftance. 
The  relaxations  of  many  great  men,  and  many  great  geniufes,  appear,  to  the 
ideas  of  the  prrfcnt  age,  not  over  elegant.  If  B>^iingbrokf,  for  thirty  years  of  his  life, 
had  always  I  i(en  with  the  head-ache,  we  may  reafonablv  conclude  that  he  did  not  lay 
the  foundation  of  it  in  regular  foher  fcciety.  Erafmus  Lewis,  Efq.  Scctefary  to 
Lord  Oxford,  it  has  been  hinted,  has  fometimes  left  his  hnufe  in  Cteve!and*row 
for  the  delights  to  be  found  in  Betty  Coxe’i.  Swift  was  not  always  to  he  traced 
Xf,  thole  high  circles  which  he  was,  by  hit  learning  and  wit,  ib  well  calculated  both 
to  inform  ar.^  adorn.  Humor ifts  confider  themfelves  at  lihei  ty  to  puri'ue  their  game 
from  thecartle  to  the  cottage;  and  I  am  of  opinion  (to  come  nearer  our  own  tinies)^ 
it  would  have  b^n  impoftihle  for  the  late  Heniy  Fielding  or  Dr.  Smollct  ib  correctly 
to  have  delineated  the  intcfioif  of  the  Icitchens  or  common  rooms  at  inns  if  they  had 
hot  \  iiited  many  of  fhem.

that  was  taken  of  his  very  extraordinary 
exertions,  and  mortified  toobferve  the 
fmall  power  of  attra^ion  which  even 
the  performance  of  his  belt  characters 
leeined  to  poirefi.  One  evening  that 
the  Miser  was  announced,  he  was, 
when  drelTed  fur  that  part,  previous 
to  the  beginning  of  the  play,  walking 
behind  the  curtain  with  that  tiuly- 
excellent  ACtrefs  the  late  Mrs.  Green, 
who  was  alfo  drelTed  for  the  part  of 
Lappet.  While  thus  engaged,  he  was 
lamenting  the  degenerate  talte  of 
the  age  with  refpeCt  to  fcenic  ex¬ 
hibitions,  and  the  caprice  which  too 
frequently  operated  againlt  once  fa¬ 
vourite  A6tors.  In  the  couiTe  of  thefe 
lamentations,  he  every  now  and  then 
took  a  peep  through  the  Hit.  The 
bell  rang  to  cle:u*  the  iUge.  Macklin 
Hopped  a  moment  to  take  a  lalt  look, 
and  obferving  that  he  was  likely 
to  play  to  empty  benches,  he  turned 
to  Mrs.  Green,  and,  in  a  manner 
molt  emphatical,  exclaimed,  **  Ah  !

them  to  the  care  of  private  perfons, 
or  by  fending  them  to  Rome,  where 
they  were  depolited  in  the  Vatican  or 
in  other  places  of  I'ecurity.  Of  thofe 
that  remained  in  the  kingdom,  many 
have  been  dilcovered  in  the  archives  of 
private  families,  and  Ibme  were  re¬ 
claimed  when  better  times  for  their 
owners  did  arrive.

•  It  is,  I  conceive,  highly  to  the  credit 
cyf  the  talte  of  the  Conductors  of  this 
M.aga7.ine,  tijar,  among  fuch  a  numc« 
j-ous  aircinhlagc  ot  other  curious  par¬ 
ticulars,  lb  many  notices  of  this  emi¬ 
nent  Divine  and  learned  and  elegant 
writer  have,  in  the  preceding  volumes, 
been  preferved.  Every  hint  that 
througii  Inch  a  medium  meets  the  pub¬ 
lic  tye,  fceins  to  me  to  impede  and 
roll  hack  the  11  ream  of  time,  and  to 
arrell  the  objects  floating  upon  its  ra¬ 
pid  current  in  their  paUage  toward 
oblivion. 

The  works  of  Dr.  Jortin  have,  nci- 
thcr  by  his  cotemporarics  nor  the  pre¬ 
lent  age,  met  with  that  univerfal  re¬ 
ception  to  wliich  their  iinaffcClcd  piety, 
their  i.ntrinlic  merit,  and  general  erudi¬ 
tion,  entitle  them  1  but,  as  it  was  faid 
of  a  comic  poet,  that  “  he  might  be 
tracked  in  the  fnoiv  of  Moliere/'  fo  I 
have  obferved,  that  many  Authors 
have,  by  mounting  upon  the  volumes 
of  Jortin,  cx  iltetl  themlclves  in  the 
opinion  of  the  publick,  altliough  they 
have  perhaps  fptirncd  the  ladtlcr  by 
which  they  had  afeended.  Of  Inch  a 
man,  therefore,  the  fniallelt  domeifio 
trait  mud,  I  think,  he  deemed  worthy 
of  prefervation,  hecaufe  it  recalls  his 
name,  and  by  that  means  attra.^fs  the 
attention  of  the  reader  to  fubjerts  con¬ 
nected  with  it  which  can  never  be  at- 
tcj)de»l  to  without  piealurc  and  iin- 
provep'sent. 

I'he  Dodor,  it  is  well  known,  had, 
like  many  learned  men.  Tome  habits  of 
ringnlarity  in  his  difpolition,  but  they 
were  inoifenfive  incentives  to  mobility 
and  virtue.  When  his  judgment  fug- 


gefted  to  hrm  that  he  fliouM  refafe  aa 
application,  he* frequently  did*  it  da  a 
manner  'that  not  only  precluded  tha 
polfibility  of  a  repetition  of  the  re* 
^ueft,  but  obliquely  conreyed  brt'lhD« 
tiineiits  of  the  lubjcCt  that  gave  rile  td 
it  :  of  which,  from  unqueltionabta 
.authority,  I  quote  the  loilowiag  iii-

Among  the  peculiarities  of  Dr-  Jor* 
tin's  difpofition,  1  do  not  meiitiou  it  at 
one  that  he  had  a  mult  unconquerable 
averfiou  to  the  Italian  Opera,  becaiife 
his  works,  though  not  generally,  have 
been  fulEciently  read  to  give  the.  world 
a  very  exalted  opinion  of  Uis.genius, 
his  piety,  and 'his  underltanding  | 
though  the  mode  in  which  he  once 
dil'played  this  averllon  may,  «as  I  have  * 
oblci  ved,  furnilh  a  fmail  dilcrlmina*

At  lalf,  when  he  found  that 
the  buline  s  of  the  evening  was  pci- 
feCtly  arranged,  he  laid,  addrclUng  tlic 
Cas,  “  Puls,  c.an  yon  ling  f  I  thinks 
by  what  I  have  heard  of  your  exertions,' 
that  you  mult  be  a  tolerable  judge  of 
mulic :  and  though  you  do  not  fpeak 
En^lijh^  you  may,  for  aught  I  know, 
unJerjlanJ  Italian.

This  Poet,  who  was  cotemporary 
with  Ben  Jon  Ton,  who  furvived  him 
three  years,  is  one  of*  thofe  few  that 
Ben  has  celebrated,  and  whom  it  ap¬ 
pears,  according  to  hit  familiar  cut*- 
tom,  he  h:ui  adopted  as  his  Ton. 
There  is  in  the  works  of  Randolph 
a  gratiiljtoi  y  poem  addtclfed  to  Jonibn 
ii{K)n  this  occalion  i  but  it  docs  not 
appear,  wiialcver  might  have  been  his 
opinion,  that  his  etfufions,  which  are 
puhlilhed  in  a  fmuli  volume,  and  con- 
flit  of  Poems  j^Amyntas,  a  Pall  oral  ; 
the  ^  Miifes  Looking-Glals,  a  Play  j 
Arillippus,  a  Shew  j  and  the  jealous 
Lovers,  a  Comedy  ;  though  they  run 
through  many  editions  in  the  feven- 
teenth,  were  nuicli  ellecmcd  in  the 
eighteenth  century.  I  once  had  a 
copy,  c'lt  the  bl.mk  leaves  of  which 
was  written  a  poem  by  this  Author, 
and  which  was  r  as  dated  in  a  note  to  it) 
never  printed.  Though  the. book  has 


been  lod  more  than  thirty  years,  the 
rubje*^,  I  remembery  was  to  comme¬ 
morate  and  deplore  the  effects  of  a 
dreadful  fire  which  happened  upon 
London  Bridge  the  T3th  of  February 
163^,  two  years  before  the  death  of  the 
Poet.  It  begin  in  the  houfe  of  one 
Briggs,  a  needle  maker,  and  confumed 
more  than  forty  boufes,  among  which 
was  the  Mitre  Tavern  j  the  fall  of 
which,  and  atlufions  to  tlie  triple 
crown,  arc  fome  of  its  principal  fea¬ 
tures,  and  m.irk  with  confiderable 
’accuracy  the  foirit  of  tlie  rimes  i  I 
cm  only  rccollett  one  verfe  of  it,  which 
is  lefs  valuable  for  its  poetry  than  to 
(hew  that  the  violence  of  Peter  was 
.about  to  be  adopted »bv  Jack,  while 
Martin  leemed  an  unconcerned  fpeita- 
tor.

LETTER  I. 

Stnrx'berrybillt  Sept,  14,  1791. 
ou  do  me  too  much  iionoiir,  dear 
Sir,  in  propofing  to  me  to  furni(h 
you  with  obfcrvations  which  you  are  (o 
much  more  capable  of  executing  admir¬ 
ably  yourfelf.  I  flatter  myfell  you  do 
not  think  me  vain  enough  to  attempt  ?t. 
Your  own  learning,  and  your  famili¬ 
arity  with  an  author  youai  e  tranflatin^, 
and  your  being  malter  of  all  clallic 
knowledge,  (ireek  and  Latin,  render 
you  more  proper  for  the  talk  than  any 
man.  I,  on  the  contrary,  am  molt 
unqualified.  It  is  long  iince  I  have 
been  converfant  with  claffic  literature  ; 
Greek  I*  have  quite  forgotten — hut 
above  all,  1  hold  Icventy-five  lb  debili¬ 
tating  an  age  to  whatever  may  have 
been  taken  for  parts,  and  have  lb  long 
pitied  authors  of  Senilia,  that  1  am  lure 
I  will  not  degrade  your  work  by  mixing 
my  dregs  with  it  j  nor  lay  your  good 
nature  ami  good  breeding  under  the 
difliculty  oF  admitting  or  rejecting 
what  you  probably  would  And  un¬ 
worthy  of  being  adopted.  I  have  great 
fatisfadion  in  reading  what  you  write 
—but  beg  to  be  excufed  from  writing 
for  you  to  read. 

Moll  entirely  do  I  agree  with  you, 
Sir,  on  all  French  politics,  and  their 
confequences  here— it  is  hard  indeed 
to  be  forced  to  call  alTalllnations  and 
mafl'acres,  politics  !  it  is  my  opinion, 
like  yours,  that  homicides  .Ihould  be 
received  no  where,  much  Ids  mon iters 
w  ho  proclaim  rewards  for  murderers. 
What  can  put  a  Hop  to  fuch  horrors 
fooncr,  than  (hutting  every  country 
upon  earth  againlt  unparalleled  crimi¬ 
nals.  There  may  be  incunveniencies,  no 
doubt,  from  a  vail  influx  of  the  prd'ent 
poor  refugees  j  but  1  confefs  I  fee  more 
advantages.  They  will  fprtad  their 
own  and  the  calamities  of  their  country 
— anreeflary  Icrvlce,  when  fume  newl- 
papers,  paid  by  Jacobin,  and  perhaps 
rrelbytcrian,  money,  labour  to  defend, 
or  conceal,  or  palliate  fuch  infernal 
fcencs  i  which  can  only  be  dune  by 
men  who  would  like  to  kindle  trage¬ 
dies  here.

This  fail  evinces 
that  the  opening  of  that  lublcription 
was  not,  as  it  leem^d  to  be,  the  moft 
ridiculoully  impotent  attempt  that  ever 
was  made,  but  a  deep-laid  plan  of  poli¬ 
tical  Iwindling.  Had  it  produced  a 
thouCtnd,  or  five  hundred  pounds,  it 
would  have  removed  Mount  Athos  as 
loon  as  have  flopped  one  Kulllan  fol- 
dier — no  j  under  colour  of  pity  to¬ 
wards  the  honed  and  to-be-lamented 
Poles,  it  is  evident  that  it  was  a  I'chemc 
for  raifing  a  new  luin  for  difl'emi- 
nating  fedition,— and  therefore  I  wifli 
the  vile  trick  might  be  made  public. 
It  may  warn  well  meaning  peifons 
againil  being  drawn  into  lham  fub- 
feriptions  ;  and  fuch  a  bale  trick  of 
political fnvinMin^  flioulii  be  laid  ope  a,  and 
ex  poled  in  fevere  colours.

DEAR  SIR, 

I  THANK  you  for  your  information 
on  confeltum  and  Jiclurrij  and  am  per- 
fiiaded  you  are  pcrfertly  right.  Xeno¬ 
phon  Plight  be  lo  too  in  his  folution  of 
the  Spartan  permillion  of  robbery.  As 
he  was  very  fenfible,  it  is  no  wonder  he 
tried  to  explain  lo  feemingly  grofs  a 
conuadiefion  as  an  allowance  of  theft 
where  there  was  a  community  of  pro¬ 
perty — bur,  to  lay  the  truth,  I  little 
regard  the  allertions  of  moft  ancient 
authors,  cfpecially  in  their  accounts  of 
other  countries  than  their  own  ;  and 
even  about  their  own  I  do  not  give 
them  implicit  credit.  They  dealt  little 
in  the  fpirit  of  criticifm  i  information 
was  difficult  to  he  obtained,  nor  did 
they  pique  themfelves  on  .Tccuracy, 
but  fet  down  whatever  they  heard 
without  examination.  With  many  of 
the  contrary  advantages,  how  little 
hiftoric  truth  is  to  be  gleaned  even 

nowl 
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now  !  I  wl(h  the  report  of  the  delivery 
of  the  King  and  Queen  of  France  were 
not  rtill  unauthenticated.  One  did 
wifh  to  believe  it,  nor  only  for  their 
fakes,  bur  as  fomc  exciife  for  the 
otherwifc  inexplicable  condu6f  of  the 
King  of  Prutlia-  he  (till  wants  a’Xeuo- 
phon,-fodo  the  Aulfrians  too,  who, 
with  four  times  his  numbers,  do  not 
make  quite  (o  fagacious  a  retreat. 

I  am  exceedingly  obliged  to  your 
cxcefTivc  p.irtiality,  Sir  j  but  indeed  I 
(hall  not  encour.ige  it,  nor  by  any 
means  confenr  to  your  throwing  away 
your  talents  and  time  on  fuch  a  tran- 
llent  bauble  as  my  houfe  and  colledfion. 
A  mere  antiquarian  drudge,  iiippofing 
thcv  could  lalt  even  a  century,  v/ould 
be  fitter  for  I  he  talk.  The  houfe  is  too

JOURNEY  FROM  SMYRNA  TO  SARDIS. 
\Extra:led yrew  Me  Journal  ^'M.  De  Heidenstam.]  • 


Seft,  3,T  Went  with  M.  dc  Tanne, 
1797.  ^  my  eldclt  Ion,  and  my  gar¬ 
dener,  to  Kokloudgea,  to  meet  the 
French  Ccml'ul,  M.  Coufinerl,  who  was 
to  .accompany  me  to  Sardis. 

MoftJay\  4,  We  let  out  together  at 
tuidiiiglit,  and  after  triverfing  the 
plains  of  Bouriiabat  and  Nymphi,  wc 
dclicended  into  that  ot  Caflaha,  being  .a 
journey  of  ten  hours.  The  plain  of 
Nymphi  is  beautiful,  hut  it  might  he 
lietter  cultivated.  At  Calfaha  there  is  a 
fair  on  Mondays  :  tiie  country  is  well 
watered,  but  the  air  appears  thick. 
An  Aga  of  the  family  of  Cara  Ol’man 
Hglu  commands  there.  Tliii  place  is 
ccTcbrated  for  its  melons,  which  arc 
perhaps  the  bed  in  the  world.  The 
merchants  of  Smyrna  have  fa^^ors  at 


Caflaba  to  purchafe  the  cotton  of  the 
country  j  fr«m  thence  to  Sardis  (even 
hours  journey  j  we  arrived  there  at 
(even  o’clock  in  the  evening.  About 
three  leagues  befpre  we  reached  Sardis, 
near  the  high  road,  are  three  antique 
tombs,  two  Irnaller  and  one  larger  in 
the  middle.  The  pl.ain  ofSaidis,  which 
is  only  a  pioIoi)g.ation  of  that  of  *Mag- 
nefia,  is  travericd  by  the  Hermiis. 
This  extenfive  plain  logins  at  Mene- 
men,  and  reaclies  to  the  Meander  ; 
it  is  upwards  of  100  leagues  in  length  ; 
its  breadth  is  from  four  to  (even  leagues, 
and  perhaps  mote  ip  fomc  parts. 

The  town  of  Sardis  is  fituated  at  the 
foot  of  one  of  the  bafes  of  Mount 
Tniohis,  which  projccls  into  the  plain  ^ 
it  exhibits  the  ipe^acic  of  a  magn* 
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ficent  city  dcilroyed  by  time  and  the 
hand  I  of  barbarians.  M.  de  Peylfonel, 
u^ho  has  given  a  deiicription  of  ir, 
fecins  to  hive  taken  a  very  fupeifi- 
cial  view  of  it.  The  drawing  of  hve 
columns  of  an  ancient  temple  fituated 
bn  tne  plain  towards  the  well,  con¬ 
tained  in  his  work,  is  by  no  means 
accurate.  By  a  pedellal  which  is  Itill 
Banding  it  appears,  that  this  temple, 
which  was  fupported  by  three  rows 
of  columns,  was  ninety-lcven  paces  in 
length,  meafuring  from  the  above 
^deltal  to  the  oppofiie  column  in  tiie 
hilt  row,  by  Hfty-nine  in  breadth. 
Thefe  columns,  as  far  as  they  can  at 
prelent  be  feen,  are  nearly  thirty  fett 
in  height*  7'he  temple  is  of  the  Ionic 
order,  and  of  the  highelt  antiquity  ; 
from  the  beauty  of  the  workmaiiHiip 
of  what  Itill  remains,  an  idea  may  he 
formed  of  its  magnihcence  }  it  was 
dedicated,  according  to  all  appearance, 
to  Juno  pr9  nuba^  the  goddefs  whole 
vfoi  Ihip  was  eltabiinied  at  Sardis. 

In  the  plain,  to  the  noith,  and  not 
far  fiomjhc  high  road,  arc  foine  beau¬ 
tiful  ruins  of  a  vail  edifice,  which  like- 
wife  feems  to  have  been  a  temple  : 
dole  by  it  is  a  building,  ei  e^ed  in  part 
from  the  ruins,  which  may  be  pre- 
fumed  to  have  been  a  Chriltian  church. 
Faithcr  ditlant,  towards  the  Pa(5tolns, 
is  a  wall,  which  once  conllitiited  part 
of  an  inimenle  circular  edifice  rcfeni- 
bling  an  amphithc.itrc.  ,  Thefe  ruins 
are  of  a  date  anterior  to  the  Romans, 
but  not  fo  ancient  as  the  time  of  Cre- 
fiis,  when  the  arts  had  not  yet  attaiiUMl 
a  certain  degree  of  perfection.  A  little 
lower  is  the  PaCtoIus,  which  travcrlVd 
the  Forum.  It  is  a  fruall  river,  the 
water  of  which  is  excellent,  and  very 
limpid.  It  rifes  in  the  Tinolus,  and 
ill  winter  inundates  the  valley  through 
which  it  directs  its  couric.  We  en¬ 
camped  on  its  bank.  . 

On  the  brlt  eminence  to  the  fouth 
of  the  town  is  a  level  fpot,  where  pro¬ 
bably  flood  the  palace  of  the  Kings  ; 
and  further  fouth,  on  the  moB  elevateci 
fummit  of  this  projeClion  of  the  hafci  of 
Tinolut  was  fituated  the  'Ihcatrc  of 
Sardis,  li#  of  which  was  15S 

aces  wide.  Tiic  fladium,  fiipporitd 
y  large  arches,  is  placed  ex.iClIy  oppo 
fite  tl\e  tlieatrc  }  the  mountain  on  the 
left,  formed  of  earth,  like  Mount 
Tinolus  in  general,  was  cut  into  Heps 
for  the  fpe^ators.  The  view  from 
thence  overlooks  the  whole  plain  of 
Sardis  and  the  neighbouring  mountains.

ginable. 

I'o  the  right  of  Sardis,  towards  the 
fouth,  is  another  very  pleafant  valley, 
wateied  by  a  river,  which,  as  well  as 
the  PaClolus,  difch.irges  itfelf,  in  the 
plain,  into  the  Hcriuus. 

I'hc  calMe  of  Sardis  is  fituated  on  the 
declivity  of  the  mountain.  We  climbed 
to  it,  not  without  conliderable  danger, 
for  we  weic  oblige*!  to  creep  on  hands 
and  feet  over  a  nanow'  lidge  of  land  on 
the  edge  of  a  pictipice  }  there  is  like- 
wife  another  on  the  ether  fide,  but  a- 
kind  of  a  parajet  prevents  one  fiom 
feeing  it.  This  pafs  was  defende*!  by 
that  fort  of  turret  which  the  'riirks 
now  call  Kiz‘KouUjh  It  is  fuppofed  to 
have  been  creCled  by  the  Pcifians. 
There  is  abloliitely  nothing  in  the 
callle,  which  was  built  by  the  baib.u 
riaus  from  the  ruins  of  the  ancient 
city.  We  fouiul  in  the  wall  a  Itone 
rcverl'etl,  with  a  (ircek  inlcriptiou, 
which  it  is  aliuoll  iiupofllble  to  de- 
cypher:  all  that  we  could  nuke  out 
w.is,  that  it  lelatAl  to  a  Stt-fhounphoros 
nrchurrus  I  is  Alias.  It  is  well  known, 
that  the  dignity  at  Aliarch  was  the 
highell  dignity  in  the  church  j  that  it 
was  elective  and  annual  ;  and  that  it 
was  ufually  conferred  on  the  molt  li if- 
tingniOicd  peifon  amougll  tlie  clergy 
of  tlie  large  cities  of  Alia. 

'I'o  the'nortli  of  Saulis,  at  the  dif. 
tance  of  forty  lladia,  according  to  He¬ 
rodotus,  is  the  Kike  of  Gyges,  which 
the  Turks  call  Inniigheul.  It  is  very 
txtenlive,  reaching  to  the  mountains  of 
Marmar.  The  northern  Ihore  of  this 
lake  riles  in  a  Hope  towards  Sardis. 
On  this  fpot,  which  the  Turks  at  pre- 
Icnt  call  Bing  'Ftpe,  are  the  tombs  of 
tlie  ancient  Kings  of  Studis.  They, 
arc  very  niimeiuus,  but  tinee  tumuli 
arc  particularly  remarkable  :  the  near- 
ell  of  them  to  the  plain  is  that  of  Alia- 
thes,  the  father  of  Crefus.  Herodotus 
lays, that  it  is  fix  lladia  and  two  plethra 
in  circumference,  and  thirteen  plethra 
in  height.  It  is  very  lingular,  that 
thele  three  tombs,  although  circu¬ 
lar  at  the  bale,  approach  much  nearer 
the  pyramidal  form  towards  the  top 
than  the  others  ;  peihaps  from  a 
delirc  c*f  the  Kings  of  tholie  times 
to  imit.ite  the  Egyptian  pjramids. 
Befides  thefe,  a  multitude  of  other 
ruins,  both  ancient  and  modern,  is 
to  be  feen  at  Sardis,  that  attell  the 
great  revolutions  which  this  ctkbiated 
city  has  fuccelUvely  experienced.  All 
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thcfe  nilns  are  of  a  greyilh  (tone  pro¬ 
cured  from  the  qu4rries  of  Mount 
Tinolut.  The  plain  of  S.irdisi  which 
formerly  made  a  part  of  the  Hyrcanian 
fields,  lo  called  from  the  colonies  which 
the  Kings  of  Perfu  eitabii»hcd  there, 
is  but  iiltic  cultivated.  Probably  the 
inundations  of  the  Hennus,  which  dif- 
gulltd  the  natives  of  antiquity  w  ith  it, 
have  likewife  dctnrcrl  the  modern 
ones.  VV'e  oblervcd  no  villages  in  it : 
all  this  vait  tracf  is  occupied  by  No- 
niadic  Turcomans,  who  patturc  their 
flocks  the.c.  I'he  city  of  Sardis  itfell 
is  leiiiiccd  to  about  fltieen  I'uikilh 
hoults,  forming  a  popuhrtion  of  leis 
than  ICO  perlons,  incluvling  the  Aga 
and  his  i'lnte.  The  pielenc  inhabit- 
anis  of  the  town  appear  to  be  mi- 
feiabl/  poor,  and  the  Patfolus  no 
longer  fweeps  along  his  golden  land  for 
them. 

luf/dtiy^  5.  Leaving  Sardis  at  fix 
o'clock  in  the  evening,  we  eroded 
Mount  Tmolus  to  go  to  Ludcmiclie. 
About  a  league  from  Sardis  arc  ful- 
))hureous  hot  baths,  in  a  place  called 
by  the  I'uiks'l'chamour.  Wcltopped 
there  a  few  hours  to  ice  the  aiHucnce 
of  tile  company  collected  there  from 
ail  parts  :  it  is  part  of  the  pleafure 
of  tlie 'Lurks.  VVe  palled  over  Mount 
Tmolus  in  the  night  :  it  is  very  high, 
and  full  of  dangerous  .palfes  and  pre¬ 
cipices.  About  four  o’clock  in  the 
morning  we  arrived  at  a  place  called 
(hitldjik,  about  fix  Icagurs  from 
Tciiainour.  It  is  an  exteniive  plain 
upon  Mount  Tmolus  itlelf,  at  the 
fouthern  extremity  of  which  is  a  linali 
lake  abounding  in  filh,  i'urrounded 
w'ith  gardens  and  country  lioules, 
w  hither  the  Turks  of  the  adjacent , 
villages  reiort  to  I'peiid  the  iummer. 
This  is  one  of  the  molt  delightful  fpots 
that  I  have  leen  in  Turkey.  It  is 
covered  witli  beautiful  trees  j  horlc- 
cheiiiuts,  cheihuts,  walnuts  of  the 
largcit  growth  and  the  gicatcll  beauty  ; 
Italian  poplars,  of  which  the  Luiks 
arc  particularly  fond,  form  charming 
ihadcs  }  you  likewife  fee  great  num. 
l>crs  of  fruit-trees.  The  view  of  the 
lake,  towards  the  Ibuth,  is  btuinded  by 
a  lofty  ever. verdant  liill,  crowned  with 
trees  j  on  the  banks  of  the  lake  is  a 
ij>ot  lunouiided  with  .a  low  itone  wall, 
daiued  with  Aiperb  plantain  and  wil- 
ow  ti  ccs,  w  here  the  Turks  alfcmble  to 
prayers,  for  want  of  a  inutquc.  The 
light  of  this  ceremony  reminded  us 
pt  the  temples  of  the  primitive  ages. 


WeJUufdty^  6.  Quitting  Gutldffik^ 
you  deicend  the  Tmolus  into  the  plain 
of  Eudemiclie,  Ittuated  three  hours 
journey  diiiant.  The  tides  of  the 
Tmolus  are  covered  with  vines,  and 
the  wine  made  there  is  llill  of  fuch 
excellent  quality  as  to  dci'erve  the 
prail'cs  bedowed  on  it  by  ancient 
autliors.  Tiicy  .ire  nkewife  decorated 
with  br\'iutitui  plantations  ot  olive- 
trees,  which  extend  iiuo  the  plain  of 
Eudcmichc.  I'his  plain  farms  part  of 
the  Cilbianian  fields  of  the  ancients* 
It  is  every  where  fertile  and  well 
cultivated.  Kudciniclie  is  a  fmall  town 
with  a  great  trade  in  cotton,  linen, and 
corn. 

TburfUty^  7.  An  hour's  march  from 
Eudcmichc,  at  the  foot  of  Mount  Lino- 
lus,  we  found  the  remains  of  the  an¬ 
cient  town  of  Hyppepa,  fpoken  of  by 
Herodotus,  and  one  of  the  twelve 
towns  dcilroyeti  by  a  great  earthquake 
in  the  reign  of  i  iberius.  They  coiifilt 
of  the  aiches  of  a  large  edifice,  in 
pcifeCt  pieicrvaiion.  '1  here  arc  like- 
wife  other  arched  ways  and  arches  of 
a  bridge  over  a  wide  ravine,  inundated 
in  w  inter  by  a  torrent.  1  his  place  is 
now  culled  Lappui.  We  tiicrc  found 
ubeautiful  mutiiuted  llatue  of  a  woman, 
which  a  Liiik  lold  to  M.  L'oulineri  for 
100  paras,  at  the  fame  time  loudly  ridi¬ 
culing  the  folly  of  the  Lrancs,  who,  as 
he  faid,  gave  (uch  an  extravagant  price 
for  Inch  rubbilh.  Lhe  Turks  of  this, 
village  are  extremely  iavage,  and  all 
the  people  at  work  in  the  plain  ran  to 
lee  us' pals.  T!ie  country  which  con¬ 
tains  the  mins  of  Hyppepa  appears  not 
to  have  been  at  ail  known,  as  no  tra¬ 
veller  has  yet  fpoken  of  if. 

friduy,  8.  From  Eudcmichc  toBiy- 
fndir  IS  about  fi  ven  hours  journey, 
Lhe  town  of  Lhyia  is  iituated  at  the 
foot  of  the  mountain  that  forms  the 
iouthei  n  limit  of  the  plain  denominated 
by  the  ancients  the  lower  Cilbianiait 
fields.  'Liiis  whole  tra^t  is  the  fincit 
plain  1  have  feen  in  Lurkey  :  it  it 
embcllilhed  with  trees,  and  pcrfcdfly 
well  cultivated  in  every  part.  7'he 
town  of  Liiyra,  which  is  very  large, 
wis  probably  the  ancient  Maltaoura. 
On  a  higii  hill  before  tire  town  is  a 
larger  tumulus,  and  another  fmall  one 
lower  down  towaids  the  plain.  Bayen- 
dir  is  a  tolerable  town,  at  the  foot  of 
Mount  Tmolus,  with  a  conliderablc 
trade. 

Upon  leaving  that  place,  you  dc- 
feeud  into  tiic  C'ailtrian  fields  the 
4  nor  them 
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northfrn  psrt  of  which,  like  the  plain 
of  Thyra,  is  ilecorateii  with  olive-trees 
tothe  reiylummit  of  the  mountains  j 
the  relt  is  cultivated  vxith  corn.  The 
hanks  of  the  Cailler  exhibit  a  view  ot 
ricc'liclils  and  garden^  in  the  Turkifh 
ftjle.  This  plain  is  fcpamlcd  by  hills 
from  that  ot  Tourbali,  which  is  alinoll 
entirely  uncultivated  •.  In  the  latter 
plain  was  fituited  the  metropolis  of  the 
ancients.  J  o  the  north- well  of  l  our- 
h.ili,  near  a  (heep-folil,  we  dilcovcreil 
a  cemetery,  with  marble  columns  and 
eouiraous  Itoncs  j  winch  feem  to  indi¬ 


cate,  that  that  ancient  town  exited  in 
the  vicinity  of  I'ourbali,  if  even  the 
latter  place  be  not  ereded  on  its  mins. 

A  little  farther  are  Iccn  the  remains 
of  a  grand  aqneducf  which  tiavcrfes 
the  whole  plain,  where  hows  the 
Kenkiios  of  the  ancients,  which  dif- 
cliargcs  itlclf  into  the  C'ailler.  I'his 
plain  is  feparated  from  that  of  l)j:im:i 
Ovah  by  a  range  of  I'mall  eminentes,  as 
is  the  latter  from  that  of  Scdjkoi, 
where  we  arr  ived  on  Saturdaythe  9th, 
.about  nine  o’clock  in  the  evening.

W'e  iicqiieutly  place  that  to  the  ac¬ 
count  of  liis  (iithdence  which  is  in  fai^t 
owing  to  his  inability  j  his  failings 
we  pafs  over  with  an  air  of  peculiar 
indulgence,  and  his  excellencies,  when

But  if  FrUe  he  offcnfive  to  our  fel¬ 
low. cmturei,  how  odious  muli  it  be 
in  the  fi^ht  of  Him  w  ho  nude  us  \  who 
is  acquainted  with  all  the  infirniities  of 
our  nature,  and  the  inmoft  fccrets  of 
our  heaiti  !  He  finely  cannot  bcliold, 
without  dif^uff,  a  creature  fo  worthlefs 
and  lo  infigniticant  as  man,  creeling  his 
crell,  and  juefuming  to  think  highly  of 
himfelf.  Thb  f'.crcd  writings,  whillt 
they  abound  with  the  ttrongelt  denun¬ 
ciations  againtt  tlie  proud,  at  the  lame 
time  hohi  forth  the  largell  promitVs  to 
the  humble.  It  is  worthy  of  rcmaik, 
that  oui  Saviour's  celebrated  Strmon  on 
thf  Mount  commences  with  a  gracious 
benediction  upon  lucli  as  arc  four  in  J'fi’- 
rit. 

The  contemplative  man  will,  in  t!ic 
courfr  of  his  meditations,  be  lupplied 
almolt  every  day  with  nJJitional  renfons 
for  tunthiin^  himfrlf  even  unto  tW  duj}. 
He  will  rcrie.^,  that  but  a  Ihort  time 
ag.>  he  received  bis  exigence,  and  tliat 
in  A  few  yens  at  ir.oll  In*  will  be  num¬ 
bered  with  the  dead  j  tliat  poifibly  .at 
the  very  moment  at  which  hr  is  thus 
rrflefling,  Fate  may  be  hi  caking  the 
thread  which  fupjwrts  him  from  ilrop- 
ping  into  eternity  ;  tliat  when  he  re- 
iigns  his  breath,  he  will  be  confined  to 
the  gloomy  prifon  of  ihc  grave  ;  tliat 
his  ahfcnce  will  not  be  milfed  in 
foclcty  i  but  that  after  a  few  friends 
have  paid  him  the  pious  tribute  of  a 
tear,  his  memory  will  pcriiap'>  perifb 
for  ever.  If  he  look  into  himfeif,  he 
will  find  that  he  is  a  crciturc  whofe 
fpheic  of  knowledge  is  circuinfcribed 
lu  the  extreme,  whofe  mlleilts  .arc 
complicated,  whofe  impotnue  is  con¬ 
temptible,  whofe  luiit  is  cornipt. 
Should  he  review  the  tenor  of  liis  life, 
a  ghallly  group  of  fins  w  ill  iLrehlm  in 
the  face,  and  hr  will  fin  ink  back  from 
the  lurvey  with  horror  and  remorfe. 
If  he  turn  his  attention  to  ihc  wonders 
of  creation  j  if  he  cont^mpL*'*  the  iu- 
f.nllUuC  of  the  heavenly  bodies  j  if  he 


call  to  mind  the  endlefs  myriads  of 
brines  who  exilf  as  well  a>  himfelf; 
he  will  be  allounded.  The  further  b'a 
proceeds  in  tlic  path  of  fcience,  the 
more  unbounded  profpeit  will  conti¬ 
nually  open  upon  his  view*  ;  and  from 
the  unnumbered  objects  which  diltra6t 
bis  attenticn,  hf  will  turn  fo  himfeif 
with  confu  on  and  abafement.  But 
if  he  raife  h  i  thoughts  to  the  omnipo¬ 
tent  Killer  of  the  Univerfe,  lie  will  lofe 
himfelf  in  wonder  and  admiration. 
What  muff  be  his  ideas  of  Him  in 
whofe  fi?ht  a  thnufand  years  are  hut  as

and  jiretcheth  out  the  heavens  as  a  .  in  tain. 
Such  rejections  as  tneie  are  well  cal- 
culatCil  to  reduce  the  pi  ide  of  man, 
.and  to  paint  to  him  his  own  wortlilelU 
nefs  .and  infignifiennee  in  then  pioper 
colours  ;  they  will  tend  to  awaken  his 
admiration  of  that  incompi tlienflble 
Being  whole  prefence  is  unbounded  by 
Ipacc,  and  will  teach  him  to  build  his 
hopes  on  no  otiicr  bnfis  than  that  c)f 
the  Rock  of  Avys.  Tlioiigh  the  con- 
lidcration  of  his  own  weaknefs  and 
unimportaiue  m.iy  be  ungialetni  to 
tbrvanityof  human  nature,  Itill  lie  is 
not  left  without  a  confblation.  1  lie 
comfort  wliicb  he  derives  under  this 
depreflion,  cannot  be  exprelied  better 
than  by  borrowing  tlic  language  of 
Addipn.  After  proving  that  the  pre- 
fence  and  cognizance  of  the  Deity  ex¬ 
tend  to  the  inolf  minute  panicle  of 
creation,  the  unrivalled  Ibminan  ad<ls, 
that  “  As  it  is  iinpoflitile  be  fiiouid 
overlook  any  of  his  creatures  ;  fo  we 
may  be  confident,  that  he  regards  with 
an  eye  of^mercy  thole  who  endeavour 
to  rccomnieml  tbemlelves  to  bis  no¬ 
tice,  and  in  an  unfeigned  humility  of  heart 
think  thcmfelves  unworthy  that  he 
Ibould  be  mindful  of  them."

CAPE  OF  GOOD  HOPE. 


following  is  an  .^bflra«5fof  the 
*  Account  which  lus  been  taaiif- 
niltlrJ  by  the  Gentlemen  who  were 
feut  by  Government  on  a  Voyage  of 
Diltovcry  into  the  IntCiior  of  Africa.

“  After  travelling  about  300  liours 
from  the  Cape,  or,  as  we  luppole, 
about  800  Englifli  miles  in  the  di- 
rc^ffion  of  north-caft,  or  thereabouts, 
which  ivould  bring  ihctu  within  two 
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iicgrcfs  of  the  Tropic,  they  came  to 
Irlic  capital  ol  tlic  Kottzuauas,  contain  • 
ing  about  1500  homes,  and  7000  in- 
habitoiUs.  I'he  name  of  this  city  is 
Likitow.  So  valt  an  ali'cmblagc  of 
dwellings,  exceeding  the  number  of 
thole  in  Cape  I'own,  witli  a  popuUtioji 
equal,  if  not-  fupeiior,  excluding  the 
llaves,  makes  it  more  tiian  probable, 
that  the  inhabitants  have  not  only 
attained  a  very  conlidcrahlc  pitch  ot 
civilization,  but  it  implies  alio  a  more 
than  ordinary  degree  of  ‘indnltry  in 
tlie  cultivation  ot  the  arts  and  the  pur- 
(iilts  of  agriculture. 

“  Surrounded  by  a  barren  country, 
and  bordering  to  the  northward  on 
other  tribes  of  people,  remaining  in  a 
lixed  and  fedentary  lito,  anddeiiviiig 
little  or  no  tiipport  from  commerce, 
we  arc  entirely  at  a  lols  to  conreive 
in  what  manner  they  contrive  to  tnblilt 
lb  great  a  multitude.  The  details  ot 
their  political  and  domelCic  economy 
mult  turnilh  new  and  highly  interclt- 
ing  matter  to  add  to  the  hiltory  of 
lavage  nations.  It  would  be  equally 
unaccountable,  that  in  the  courle  of 
160  years,  no  correct  information  of 
the  huetzuanas  Ihould  have  been  ob¬ 
tained,  if  it  did  not  occur  to  us,  that 
no  lingle  difeovery  has  been  ededed, 
nor  any  account  ol  the  Soiitheni  Angle 
of  Africa  been  made  public,  except  by 
occallonal  and  foreign  vifitors.  It  may 
be  further  added,  that  the  countjy 
within  the  limits  of  the  colony  has 
been  better  known,  and  more  travelled 
by  Kuropcansor  lettlers  within  the  lall 
^ve  years,  than  in  the  whole  pe*‘iod  of 
its  colonization  prior  to  the  time  we 
mention.  At  the  capture  of  the  co¬ 
lony,  no  part  of  the  very  cxtenfive 
difhict  of  Graatf  Keynct  appeared  in 
any  of  their  chai  ts,  except  Zwart  Kop’s 
Lay  ;  nor  were  there  then  three  men 
in  me  whole  Cape  who  could  point 
out,  with  any  degree  of  accuracy, 
where  it  wms  fituatcd.  Tliis  dreaded 
journey  of  a  long  month  is  now  be¬ 
come  familiar,  and  accomplilhed  by  a 
L;  itiili  Odicer,  with  a  couple  or  three 
liorl'es,  in  fix  days. 

“  With  regard  to  the  Boetziianas, 
their  name,  their  numbers,  their  fitua- 
tion,  and  relonrccs,  were  all  falfilied 
in  the  accounts  given  by  thole  who 
pretended  to  a  knowledge  of  thjs  na¬ 
tion.

This ‘repfoach  attaches;  to  the  piece 
numbered  In  l}ie\G\talogue  aSo  (the 
I^eath  of  Jobafti).  ‘Thefird  ohje^l  that 
jtrikes  fhc  fpeitator  is  CEdipus  ftand- 
iug,  txluDiting  only  the  bloody  orbits 
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of  Ins  eyes  hwe  juft  hfcn  pulled 
oiif,  i  wom.ni  with  her  bolbm  bathed 
in  blood,  a  bloody  dagger,  &c. 

H'rftorical  painting  mould  elcrate  the 
foul,  awaken  renfibility,  and  roufe  the 
noble  paftions  :  if  it  is  fometimei  al¬ 
lowed  to  excite  even  terrific  emotion*, 
that  fhould  be  the  limit  of  its  efforts  ; 
it  fhould  never  produce  horror.  A 
delcription,  however  terrible  it  may 
be,  never  cautes  the  fame  horror,  hc- 
ciufe  the  imagination  only  ilcetches 
firch  an  image  of  it  as  it  can  fupport, 
and  this  image  is  vague,  and  laft*  but 
fora  moment.  But  a  pidure,  which  is 
a  phyfical  truth  to  the  eyes,  which  has 
a  conftant  cxiftence,  and  is  capable  of 
renewing  the  fame  fitnfation  every  mo¬ 
ment,  becomes  more  infupportable 
even  than  the  event  itfclf.  It  is  there¬ 
fore  rendering  a  fervice  to  young  artifts 
to  inform  them,  that  by  proceeding  in 
this  fallacious  track  they  run  the  rilk 
of  lofing  thcmfeivei  j  that  this  ftyle, 
which  they  think  feverc,  is  juft  fuch 
another  as  that  .igainft  which  they  were 
warned  upon  entering  the  threfhold  of 
the  new  fchool  j  and  that  thofe  whofe 
difciples  they  are,  and  whom  they 
Rrive  to  imitate,  arc  careful  not  to  ex¬ 
hibit  fuch  ravage  produftions.  They 
(hould  be  told,  that  in  adopting  the 
fevere  ftylc,  the  fame  feverity  fhould 
enter  into  the  defign  of  the  figures 
and  the  compofitioii  of  their  piftures  ; 
that  the  art  is  to  conceal  art ;  that  if 
Ibmctimcs  happy  grouns  appear  to  be 
the  effect  of  chance,  it  does  not  thence 
follow  that  figures  without  gracb 
fhould  be  hid  on  without  choice  }  and 
that  this  is  not  the  way  to  appear  fim- 
pleand  artlefs.  Forinftance  :  it  is  not 
becaufe  Jocafta  wants  grandeur,  and  ex¬ 
hibits  a  hideous  neck,  which  iraprefies 
my  mind  with  all  the  fatality  of  the  in- 
volunttry  crime  of  (Edipus  ;  it  is  not 
becaufe  the  two  daughters  of  that  un¬ 
fortunate  mother  are  mere  animated 
fkeletons  that  they  can  infpirc  me  with 
pity  ;  it  is  not  becau^b  liierophantes 
appears  like  a  phantom  rinng  from  the 
tomb  that  he  can  excite  the  holy  terror 
produced  by  the  wrath  of  the  Gods. 
Young  painters  fhould  continually 
bear  in  mind  that  the  enchanting 
illufion  of  the  moft  amiable  of  all  the 
arts  it  not  deftined  to  create  difguft. 

The  fame  cenf'ure  will  not  apply  to 
M.  Grandln  (No..  119),  The  fubjcC^ 
of  his  piece  is  hapjTy.  Some  fliepherds 
who  are  difputing  the  prize  of  ng 
have  laktn  a  young  aialden  as'urppire. 


—The  pofition  of  each  figure  rs  grace¬ 
ful,  the  fentiments  pure  and  dciicate. 
But  how,  with  fuch  talent,  it  it  podible 
n  n  to  imagine  that  colour,  h.arinooy* 
and  effeft,  arc  iikew  ife  conltiruent  pai  ts 
of  painting  ?  How  can  that  painter 
hope  for  pardon  who  not  only  negle^U 
thofe  parts,  but  appears  purpoiely  to 
neglctit  them  ? 

VVlut  is  thit  picture  (No.  *07)  f 
UlyfTcs  commands  Ailyanax  to  be 
forced  out  of  the  arms  of  his  mother 
Andromache.  Such  is  its  fubje^t.  It 
then  David  returned  to  the  faloon  f 
But  no  j  here  is  not  the  correftnef*  of 
his  defign,  the  purity  of  his  details,  hit 
ftudied  com  pofition.  Yet  here  is  the 
colour  of  that  inalter,  hit  touch,  hit 
attitudes,  even  in  the  very  hair  of  the 
heads.  It  is  fbmething  fuperior  to 
imitation. 

The  Bolognefe  fchool  is  recognized  ’ 
in  that  bold  ftyle ;  but  Guido,  Leonello 
Spada,  Guercino,  Alhano,  Doraini- 
cairo,  who  compofe,  bear  no  refem- 
hlance  to  each  other,  nor  to  ilicir 
mafter  Annibal  Caracci  $  and  thus 
each  of  them,  independent  of  the 
others,  was  a  great  painter.  The 
pupils  of  Balfan,  on  the  contrary,, 
intent  only  on  imitating  him,  have 
at  length  eftabiifhed  a  manufa45lory  in 
which  Baffan's  pieces  only  arc  pro¬ 
duced.  This  is  what  Mad.  Monget 
nuift  be  told  if  fhe  wifhes  to  be  treated 
as  an  artift.  If  fhe  ftept  forward  at 
nothing  more  than  an  amiable  amateur, 
we  cannot  find  terms  to  exprefs  our 
rapture  and  to  lavifli  our  praifes.  No¬ 
thing  is  adlually  more  extraordinary 
than  to  fee  a  youthful  female  come  for¬ 
ward  in  the  Saloon  with  a  vaft  and* 
learned  hiltorical  production.  But  fhe 
fhould  be  apprifed  that  a  name,  a 
durable  reputation,  is  not  to  be  ac¬ 
quired  without  original  talent,  pecu-* 
culiar  exprelfion  and  character.  Mad.. 
Monges  will,  I  am  confident,  receive 
this  hint  with  good  humour  ;  it  comes  . 
from  a  more  finccre  admirer  than  thofe 
who  overwhelm  her  with  complimenti. . 

It  is  by  the  practice  of  thefe  precept! 
that  M.  Richard  has  fuddenly  attained 
the  foremolt  rank  by  his  fingle  fmall 
picture  (No.  243),  Valentina  of  Mtlar^ 
bewailing  her  Confort,  aflaftinated  in 
1407  by  John  Duke  of  Burgundy.  She  ‘ 
actually  died  of  grief  for  his  lols. 

The  unhappy  widow  is  feenTeated 
in  a  vaft  Gothic  apartment,  facing  a 
window  of  coloured  glafs  which  was  in 
commbn  ufe  in  thofe  times.  She  has 
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one  hand  on  a  greyhound,  tfie  Tynibol 
of  hiieiity  ■  ■  ■ 

Wkut  truth  !  what  ocrfc^ion  in  its 
kind  I  wrUat  intercd,  wh.it  exprcHiun  ia 
the  Hgure  ot  Valentina  !  It  is  a  mild 
and  profound  melancholy,  'i'hus  fhuuid 
the^lhoni  bcexpreircd  ^  without  con* 
vuluuns,  without  grimace  ;  it  is  thus 
that  art  tianlmits  their  cxprclUons  ^ 
here  the  ptofellion  ccale:>»  and  in.'igic 
and  fentiment  I'ucceed.  It  is  bekore 
produ^ions  that  exhibit  all  thele  ilia* 
iiont  tkiat  the  fpe^ator  Hops  and  forgets 
iumfelf  as  at  the  fight  ok  nature. 

The  exhibition  was  poor  this  year. 
L.irge  vacancies  on  the  walls  were  an 
nnpiraf.mt  Ipci^katlc  to  the  amateurs. 
Tkie  MiuiHcr  appjikld  the  principal 
artidstliat  chcFii  lt  Cuni'ul  intended  to 
view  it  on  the  iH  of  Vendemiaire  ^ 
they  immediately  (ent  their  new  pio- 
duCkk>us,  and  even  thole  which  had 
before  gained  them  public  .ip  probat  ion. 
The  exoibhion  of  this  year  is  Aipcrior 
to  all  thofe  ok  preceding  years. 

Wc  (ball  not  Ipcak  of  llie  pifkures 
which  have  ap|K.arrd  in  former  exhibi* 
tions,  and  on  which  the  public  opinion 
is  determined  j  we  have»  however,  ob- 
ierved  with  plcafure,  that  ilic  colour  of 
Cerard*s  Belil'aiius  has  gieatly  im¬ 
proved  with  time  ^  which  ought  to  be 
an  rncouragement  to  young  artills  to 
adopt  a  bold  ityle  ol  painting,  fincc 
that  method  produces  the  good  ctTc^ 
of  becoming  mote  beautiful  wiiki  age. 
This  picture  bv  Gerard  is  without 
cfoubt  the  mow  hilloiical,  in  cveiy 
refpe^^,  of  any  tliat  li.i^  appealed  at  the 
exhibition  for  fcvcral  yc.ir8. 

Tile  portrait  of  Geiicial  Muiat,  by 
the  lame  artifl,  is  an  example  ok  the 
Uine  grand  and  beautiful  liyle.  In- 
deed  it  is  almolk  a  pity  that  Gciard  is 
fucU  an  excellent  pertrait-painter,  as 
perlons  whom  he  cannot  refulc  apply 
to  him  for  ihcir  portraits,  and  prevent 
him  from  purfuing  other  fubjcdls, 
which  would  eilabliQi  his  reputation, 
if  not  Ills  fortune. 

Paintiug  is  fo  perfc«5kly  the  (lave  of 
Nature,  that  whenever  (he  attempts  to 
liiakc  off  the  authority  of  the  latter, 
fhe  Itrays  and  lofcs  lieifclf  t  it  may  be 
fjiil,  tb  .t  .IS  often  as  (he  is  guilty  of 
infidelity  towards  her,  (he  produces 
nothing  but  nionfkci  r.  I'his  reflc^liou 
is  (omewhat  sppiicablc  to  Giiodct's 
pi^ure  leprefenti.ig  the  reception  of 
fhe  Fiench  hertzes  by  ihofc  heroes  whom 
Ollian  fung.  Ye:  although  the  fubject 
of  this  piece  U  complicated,  the  c^ccu*^ 


tion  is  pcrfe6f,  and  befpeaks  diffrii- 
guiHied  talent.  Underneath  tiiepickine 
is,  CiroJit  to  Bonaparte*  I  bis  is  like 
laying,  Apelles  to  AUxandir.  Such  a 
dedication  appears  to  procUiin  the  ina* 
tiirckt  era  of  the  talent  of  Apelles,  and 
the  raoH  pcifefk  produftion  of  that 
artift  ^  and  yet  Girodci’s  fuperb  and 
ingenious  pi^ures  of  Endymion,  the 
portrait  clofe  by  it,  kz,  &c.  infpire  a 
very  dilkerent  idta  of  his  abilities, 
lie  muH  undoubtedly  be  confidcied  as 
in  the  drlt  rank  of  French  painters  ( 
and  it  muH  be  obfei  ved,  that  it  is.only 
the  compofition  of  this  picture  that  is 
here  found  fault  with.  It  is,  however, 
enthufialkically  admired  by  great  nuni* 
bers  of  thofe  who  go  to  (ee  it. 

The  portrait  of  Lafond repeating  the 
part  or  Tancred,  by  Mademoifelle 
Eugenie  de  la  Porte,  is  harmonious  and 
well  executed.  But  Lafond  mull  be 
mortihed  to  appear  in  public  (ludying 
his  part  before  a  looking  glafs.  That 
is  certainly  not  the  fchooi  of  Melpo¬ 
mene.

purchaled  a  be.iutdul  country  re- 
lidence,  1  few  miles  from  the  city 
of  New  York,  where  be  boj>eit  to 
e  njoy  mm  h  plcafurr  iu  rural  oceupa- 
tum*:,  .iiul  iu  the  ibeia!  inferct'ui  (I*  of 
.1  wide  circle  of  lelatiotis  and  triemtv. 
But  tlirlf  pleating  pioTpeil’t;  loou  dil- 
appe.aied  ;  tor  not  long  ;df'*i'  his  df- 
triininitiou  to  retire,  he  was  .incited 
by  the  liand  of  lickn'*rs.  I'he  fev^*r 
with  wliicli  be  was  .afdlctei!  left  agicat 
wtrd.nefs  iu  his  liml>s  ;  and  his  healtli 
and  Itrcngth  bveame  to  much  Impaired 
as  to  induce  him,  iiy  the  advice  of  In'* 
phylidans  and  friends,  to  try  the  air 
and  c  lim.'tc' of  Fngland.  In  tlieye  ir 
iTJi*:,  he  came  to  this  country  ;  and 
iu  a  (liort  lime  found  biml’elf  conli- 
•  lerably  relieved  in  tl'.e  general  Itafc 
ot  his  health,  but  rot  to  fliat  degree 
a-  to  render  it  pruilent  for  him  to 
return  to  Ametica.  He  fettled  in 
'^'oiklliire  ;  and  uurcb.  ifed  a  houfe 
pteafanrly  litnated  about  a  mile  trcmi 
\’ork,  wheic  lie  continues  to  refid'-. 
'I'he  weaknefs  of  Ids  limbs  graitudly 
iiuTcafed,  fo  tint,  for  fome  ve.ai  s,  he 
lias  found  himleif  incapable  of  w.'ilkbi 
more  than  a  bew  Iteps  in  the  coin  le  of  i 
day,  witl)out  great  inconvenience.  He 
i;,  howt  ver.  able  to  riJa  lu  bij  c  irgagf^ 
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nn  hour  oi  f  .*o  every  d:4y  \  nnd  in  fiim- 
nier,  he  tVrjjucntly  ili;iwn  liSout  his 
garden  i»»  chiirconvtnicnrly  made  tor 
the  piii  pore.  I'oupciti'n  (iiltingnithed 
as  Mr.  Murray  had  been  tor  liedth, 
rtrrn^'th,  and  agility,  this  confinement 
mtilt  tiavc  hcfii  at  firlt  a  lieavy  inif- 
fortune.  At  prelent,  no  one  would 
fiippole  liitn  to  he  under  the  influence 
ot  atfliCtiun.  Time  aiut  refleilion  teem 
to  have  prifeftly  reconciled  him  to 
hrs  fituation. 

Deprived  of  tlie  uhfal  occupations 
and  amulcnients  of  life,  and  of  the 
rommon  occations  of  <toing  pood  to 
others,  he  has  very  lunnlly  and  gene- 
rjutly  turned  his  attention  to  compolc 
literary  works,  tor  tire  benefit,  cliictly, 
ot  the  ritinp  generation.  In  this  hc- 
nevolcnt  employ  he  has  tbund  great 
fatisf.«6tion,  and  met  with  muomnion 
lucerfs.  His  Knplifh  Cfiammaiv  with 
the  lixercifcs  and  the  Key.  hai  been 
much  approved  by  the  public,  and 
adopted  in  molt  of  the  piincipal  temi- 
nai  ies  in  England.  ft  has  palfcd 
ibrouph  many  large  editions  in  this 
country, and  been  fieijuently  leprintrd 
in  Ireland  .nut  America.  'Ehe  merit 
of  this  work,  and  the  high  charai^cr 
{^,iven  of  it  in  the  ditfcient  Reviews, 
induced  his  bookfellers  to  otfer  him 
a  very  confiderahle  fum  for  the  copy¬ 
right,  which  he  thonpht  proper  to 
accept.  The  copy  right  (>f  liis  Intro¬ 
duction  to  the  Enplllh  Reader,  the 
Knglifli  Reader  itfclf,  and  the  Sequel 
to  that  Wtirk,  together  witli  the 
Ahfidpment  ot  the  (Jramm.ir  (all  of 
which  have  been  mucli  commeiubd 
lor  their  chatte  aud  jmlicious  exteu- 
tioji),  were  difiiofcd  ot  for  Very  liberal 
prices.  Mr.  Murrav's  latrlt  work  is, 
“  l.e  Ixiteur  Er.MK^ois,**  a  book  on  the 
plan  of  the  Englifh  Reader.  It  has 
airc.idv  icceiveil  fome  very  favourable 
aud  rrfpe^table  public  .as  well  .ns  pri- 
vnre  teftimonics}  and  it  bids  fair  to 
enhance  Mr.  Murray’s  reputation,  as  a 
writer  who  is  (oliciluus  to  improve  the 
taitc  and  undr  rdanding,  and  to  torm 
the  heart,  of  hie  young  readers.  The 
copy. right  ot  this  woik  alfo  has  been 
clifpofe^-l  of  very  ulvanlagcoully.  Rut 
this  Cientlem.in's  views  in  writing  arc 
not  mercenary.  Having  begun  his 
literary  career  from  difmiereited  mo. 
lives,  he  has  conllantly  de  voted  .ill  the 
profits  of  his  works  to  cli.nt itahle  pur- 
pofes  :  to  the  benefit  of  inltitutions 
tor  the  relief  of  the  poora4d  dilb'clfed  p 


to  aflift  the  needy  in  procuring  ediien- 
tlon  for  tiieir  cliildrcn  ;  and  to  leiuici 
more  comfortable  thole  who  are  iti 
llraitened  circuinllances. 

rhe  woi  k  wliich  Mr.  Murray  firfl 
puhlllhrd,  and  whic  h  appears  to  alford 
him  peculiar  Ihtiifaclion,  is,  *'  I'lit 
Power  of  Religion  on  the  Mind,  in 
Rciirement,  At^i6\ion,  and  at  the  Au- 
proachof  Dcatli.”  Having  been  him- 
Itlf  Itrutk  and  vdifled  with  the  ienti- 
mrnts  expieired  by  a  variety  of  ch.i^ 
iaCtei.s,at  the  molt  folemn  period  of 
life,  he  naturally  thought  tli.it  others 
would  receive  flmilar  iinprelhons  trtmv 
perufmg  a  collefllon  of  lucli  tefllmo- 
nies.  Animared  by  this  cxpect.ition, 
he  formed  the  compilation,  and  intce- 
fptrlcJ  it  with  many  occafional  obler- 
vations  and  reflections  of  his  owji. 
The  hook  has  palled  through  eleveu 
editions.  The  firlt  impreifjon  was 
made  wholly  at  Mr.  Murray's  own 
expenfe,  and  given  away,  chiefly  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  his  iclidence. 
Ftrcciving  that  the  work  met  with 
approbation,  he  eul.irged  atul  im¬ 
proved  it.  In  its  prtleiu  Itate  it  has 
been  much  pralftd,  and  warmly  re¬ 
commended  to- the  perafal  of  all  dalles 
of  rc.aders. 

Tiruc  thus  employed;  and  the  re- 
wards  of  labour  thus  diltrlbuted,  pre¬ 
vent  that  gloom  which  iil  health  ami 
long  conflnenient  arc  fo  apt  to  pro¬ 
duce,  .and  contribute  to  lender  Mr. 
Murray  tlieerful  and  happy,  in  a  fitua¬ 
tion  that  many  would  think  mult  be 
highly  diilrclling.  Ik*  appears  to 
make  the  hell  of  his  condition,  and  to 
look  at  the  liright  fuie  of  rhe  objects 
around  him.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
iocletv  called  Quakcis  j  and  is  mudi 
rclpcded  ami  elieemed  t>y  them  :  but 
in  all  his  writings  he  h.as  Icrupuloully 
avoided  introducing,  in  any  Ihapr, 
the  peculiar  tenets  of  tlie  led.  On 
moral  and  religions  luhjrds,  he  con- 
flne.s  hlmlelf  to  the  leading  principles 
of  piety  and  virtue,  .and  to  the  genet  al 
Ipii'itaud  precepts  of  chriltianity.  »For 
this  judiclQUS  care,  as  well  a.s  for  the 
cxcmplaiy  cliaftnefs  of  his  works,  he 
has  received  particular  comnu ndation . 
He  married  e.arly  in  life  ;  but  he  has 
no  children.  Mrs.  Murr.iy  is  a  pci  loic 
of  great  merit  and  rclpedahlhty  ;  and 
is  faithfully  and  tenderly  attached  lo 
him.  Mr.  Murray  is  as  highly  diltin- 
guifhed  by  the  excellence  of  his  heart 
as  by  the  powers  of  his  mind.  H*^

Or  il»e  Kuuling  of  t!ie  troops  from 
Aboukir  H.iy,  .'iml  the  diljn^tition  of  tlic 
lUet  and  tranlports,  nv>  adequate  idea 
can  be  formed,  but  by  inlpc(^ting  the 
hrit  map  ilitilirating  the  w<nk,  whlcii 
delineates  the  country  compril'ed  with¬ 
in  the  wcltern  branches  of  the  Nile 
trom  the  latcll  autlioritics,  more  dif- 
tinctly,  and  in  a  much  more  latif- 
tadoiy  manner,  than  the  maps  to 
Sonini’s  and  Denon’a  'rravcls,  for  the 
iultlvate<i  lands  are  marked  by  dotted 
rliides  i  tlic  inundation  made  by  the 
lljitllh  army  to  form  a  juuiition  wiili 
tiic  I. ake  Klareotis,  fee  page  54  j  the 
deep  lamls  and  Iwamps  ^  the  pofiiions 
of  the  Turkilh  and  of  tlie  Kritilh 
forces,  and  a  variety  of  other  curious 
and  iurerelting  objects,  arc  markeil  in 
this  plan,  which  extends  trom  Alexan¬ 
dria  on  the  Wellein,  and  Koietta  on 
the  Kadern  coalt,  up  the  country  in  a 
Souiherii  direc^tion  to  S.ikaia,  and  its 
iVramIds  on  the  Weltein,  and  to  the 
llilU  of  Mokattam on  the  LCaltcrn  hdcs 
of  the  Nile. 

Subjoinetl  to  fomc  remarks  on  the 
(rifferent  landing  places  of  the  Ficncli 
and  Knglilh  idrees,  p.  17,  we  find  the 
follow  ing  note,  relating  to  iJonaparte’s 
previous  knowleilge  of  the  paltry  le- 
fdtance  whicli  Alexandria  could  oppol'e 
to  Ifiin  wlien  he  tiili  landed  near 
Arabs  Tower, — “  I'he  Autlior  does 
not  wi  ite  to  detract  Irom  the  French  ; 
but  it  is  the  duty  of  an  hiliorian  to 
correct  fallc  llatemcnts.  File  boalted 
aliault  of  Alexandria  was  acontcmpliblc 
as  well  as  cruel  aition,  unw'orthy  alto¬ 
gether  of  Ifonaparte's  tame.  Policy 
may  excufe  llie  galconade  of  his  dil- 
j*a:clics,  but  not  the  wanton  Itoiining 
of  a  city,  for  the  lake  of  iti  iking  terror, 
and  Hxiiig  an  impicliiou  ut  the  Fiench 
name  thioughout  Fgypt.  I'he  mur¬ 
der  ot  the  garrilon  was  a  barbarous 
\iidence,  and  the  indulgence  granted 
to  his  troops  of  a  three  liours  Tacking 
of  tile  place,  an  aCi  of  unjuiiiHablc  in¬ 
humanity.” 

Another  mir-ltatcment  of  the  re¬ 
nowned  Frencli  (knunl,  and  the  latl 
that  we  lhall  particulai  i(e,as  not  having 
been  noticed  before,  icl’pcCts  his  vic¬

Such 
is  the  faCl,  .iiul  lo  has  the  world  been 
deceived.”  flerc  we  cannot  without 
iniullice  avoid  ij'oiei  ving,  that  Colonel 
Willbn  lays,  “  the  Fiencli  itatcment 
rells  «)ii  no  other  aulliority  than  the 
;/4-  Mxit  of  the  writer  to  juttify  it.” 
\l.iy  not  llime  iutuie  Frencii  liillorian 
utort  the  lame  remark  !  indeed  wc 
could  have  wiiiied  to  Hnd  flnne  original 
document  from  a  'Furkilli  Driicer  of 
rank  to  corroborate  the  ijUv  Jtxii  of  the 
Fiiglilh  hilloriai)  j  tiiough  we  have  tiic 
lirongcll  realon,  from  other  circum- 
itances  during  ihe  late  war,  to  give  it 
tull.c  ledit. 

1  lie  luriender  of  Aboukir  Calllc 
on  the  i8th  ol  .March,  and  the  gloiious 
victory  obtaineil  over  the  Fiend)  army 
on  the  ^ilt,  led  on  to  a  general  attack 
ot  the  Kritilh,  by  Ciencial  Menou  ;  and 
a  curious  plan  of  the  polition  ofthetwo 
armies  on  tiiat  mcmot.nblc  day,  eiuci- 
dariugthe  amplcnariative  of  the  aCliini, 
mint  atford  the  higlicli  gratiHcation  to 
all  lovers  of  the  military  fcience  ;  and 
every,  loyal  Kiitith  iubject  will  feel  a 
itnilble  pleafure  in  reading  the  various 
incidents  minutely  related  of  a  battle, 
wJiich  in  one  ilay  blalteii  the  laurels 
w  hicl)  //v:  Grt'a/  Nation  ii.ul  been  fo  long 
acijuiring  in  this  country.  I'hc  French, 
when  engaged  with  our  own  native 
troops,  were  found  to  be  no  longec 
invincible,  ami  tlic  triumph  in  every 
point  of  view  would  have  been  com¬ 
plete,  if  it  had  not  been  overcall  with  a 
melancholy  gloom,  occafioncd  by  the 
much' lamented  late  ot  its  gallant  vete¬ 
ran  Commander  in  C'hiel.  I'hc  tir- 
cumltanccs  attending  this  unfort unato 
event,  cannot  be  too generaliy  known, 
as  tiiey  exhibit  the  brigiitelt  example  of 
valour,  of  tortitude,  and  ol  patience, 
under  agonizing  lulieniigs,  and  in 
tile  Ij-ntuch'di  eaJed  hour  of  death. 

I'he  enemy’s  cavalry  had  advanced 
upon  the  Ki  iiilh  intantry,  and  w'ere  on 
the  point  ot  ovei powci iiig  two  regi¬ 
ments  — “  It  w.is  in  tins  cliarge  of  the 
cavalry  tint  lii':  g.illaiil  Sir  Kilph  Abti- 
cronihic,  always  anxi  )Us  to  be  molt 
forward  in  d.ingri-,  leccived  his  mortal 
wound.  On  ;;ic  liiil  uiaiHi  he  had 
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tnouMed  hU  horfe,  and  finding  the 
right  wis  rrrimnly  engaged,  proctc«lrd 
thither.  Whm  he  ramc  near  the 
ruins,  he  difpatthed  hi«  AiJ^-Je-Camp^ 
%^ith  feme  or(!cr>  to  difiennt  hilgailcs, 
and  whilit  thus  alone,  Tome  dragoons 
of  the  French  cavalry  penetrated  to 
the  fpot,  and  he  was  thiown  from  his 
horfe.  One  of  the«n,  from  the  taflfvl  of 
fwoi  d  liippolcd  to  be  an  Othcer, 
T.ien  rode  at  him,  and  attempted  to  cut 
him  down  i  but  jutf  as  the  point  of  the 
fword  was  falling,  his  iiauiral  hcroifm, 
and  the  enc  gy  of  the  moment,  foinvi- 
;Torated  the  veteran  Ciencral,  that  he 
lei/cd  the  fword,  and  wrelltd  it  from 
the  hand  ;  at  that  inllant  the  Officer 
vras  bayonetted  by  a  foUlier  of  the 
41(1  regiment.  Sir  Ralph  Abeicrom- 
hic  did  not  know  the  moment  of  his 
receiving  a  wound  in  his  thigh,  but 
complained  fevercly  of  the  contufion 
in  Ins  hreall,  luppoled  to  be  given  by 
the  hilt  of  the  Iword  in  the  fculllr.  Sir 
Sidney  Smith  was  the  firlt  Officer  who 
came  to  Sir  Ralph, and  who  by  accident 
had  broke  bis  own  (word  }  which  Sir 
Ralph  obferving,  he  indantly  prelentcd 
him  the  one  he  bad  fo  glorioufly  ac- 
cfuired,  and  which  Sir  Sidney  means 
to  place  on  his  monument. 

•*  Sir  Ralph,  as  the  Ficnch  cavalry 
were  by  this  time  repulfrd,  walked  to 
tfie  redoubt  on  the  right  of  the  gaai  ds, 
from  which  he  could  command  a  view 
of  the  w  hole  field  of  battle.  At  length, 
lieneial  Mcnou  finding  that  every  one 
of  his  movements  had  failed,  anti  that 
the  Britifh  lines  had  fuffeied  no  lerious 
impreffion  to  juftify  the  hopes  of  an 
eventual  fucceis,  determined  on  a  re¬ 
treat.  About  ten  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
inft  the  a^ion  ceafed  ;  but  it  was  not 
till  the  defeat  of  the  French  was  thus 
shroliitcly  alfured,  that  Sir  Ralph  Aber¬ 
crombie,  who  had  remained  in  the  bat¬ 
tery,  where  feveral  times  he  had  nearly 
been  killed  by  c.\nnon-fhot,  could  be' 
revailcd  upon  to  <^uit  the  field.  He 
ad  continued  walking  about,  paying 
no  attention  to  Kis  wound,  only  occa- 
lionally  complaining  of  a  pain  in  his 
bread  from  the  contufion.  Officers 
who  Went  to  him  in  the  courfe  of  the 
action,  returned  without  knowing 
from  his  manner  -or  appearance  that 
he  had  been  wounded,  ami  many  only 
a(certa:ned  it  by  feeing  the  blcH*d 
trickling  down  his  clorhes.  At  lalf, 
his  fpiiit,  when  exertion  w  as  no  longer 
neccfliiry,  yielded  to  nature  i  he  became 


faint,  was  placed  in  a  hammock,  and 
home  to  tfic  depot,  ch.tered  by  the 
feeling  expreflions  and  bleffings  of  the 
foldiers  as  he  prilled  ;  he  was  then  put 
into  a  boat,  accompanied  by  his  Aid- 
dc-Camp  and  cficemcd  fiieud  Sir  I'ho- 
inas  Dyer,  and  c:ii  ried  to  Lord  Keith’s 
ihip.  There  the  gallant  hero  (ub- 
milted  to  painful  opeiations  witli  the 
greateft  firinnefs,  but  the  ball  could 
not  be  extfaded.  At  length,  ;i  morti¬ 
fication  enfued,  and  he  died  in  the 
evcniiig  of  the  sjth,  having  always 
expreflcd  the  greatefi  tolicitude  for  the 
army, ami  irritating  his  mind,  from  the 
firtt  moment,  with  the  anxiety  to  re¬ 
lume  his  cormnaud.’' 

On  the  controverted  rubje(^f  of  taking 
tlie  French  Itand  ird,  we  have  the  fol¬ 
lowing  particuiars,  which  may  ferve  to 
throw  a  clearer  light  on  the  fingular 
contelf  than  has  hitheito  appeared  in 
our  public  prints. — “  In  this  battle 
the  French  iLimiard  was  taken,  Ser- 
je.int  Sinclair,  of  the  4rid  regiment, 
and  a  private  of  the  Minoica,  whole 
name  unfortunately  cannot  now  be 
acquired,  claiiued  equally  the  tiophy  ; 
and  it  appears  that  each  merited  the 
honour ;  St 'jeanf  Sinclair  firlt  took  it, 
but  being  ordci  cd  forwards  by  an  Offi¬ 
cer,  he  gave  it  to  .a  private,  who  was 
killed.  When  the  Minorca  advanced, 
the  Firncli  hail  ircovercil  the  colours  j 
but  the  private  w reded  them  from  the 
man  who  had  po4relfion,and  th.en  bayo¬ 
netted  him.  General  Kegnier  (fates, 
that  the  battalion  to  whicli  thefe  co¬ 
lours  belonged  was  compofed  rhiefiy 
of  Copts  ;  hut  how  C'opts  came  to 
carry  a  ifandard,  on  whith  l.e  fnjfage 
df  la  U  duTa^  It urnent a ^ 

If  fajJ'ttf'c  (it  Vljonxoy  la  Frijl  Je 
If  l^ottt  de  LoJit  are  infcribtd,  Cieueial 
Kegnier  can  only  explain.” 

'I'hc  obfervations  on  the  battle,  par¬ 
ticularly  with  rcfpeilrt  fo  the  errors  of 
the  French  General  Menou,  can  only 
be  judged  of  by  military  men  ;  but  we 
may  luppofc  them  impaitia),  lince, 
upon  other  occaiions,  Colonel  Willoii 
is  liberal  of  his  encomiums  on  the 
talents  and  general  good  conduct  of 
that  Officer. 

But  uotwithHanding  the  importance 
of  this  victory,  wc  are  told  by  our  hitto- 
rian,  that  it  by  no  means  ileeided  the 
fate  of  Kgypt  }  we  arc  iheieforc  to 
look  for  the  cntiie  cv.ic nation  ot  the 
country  by  the  Fiemh,  to  the  luble- 
quent  luccclics  of  the  Biitith  army 
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uftdfr  flie  command  of  th.it  diitin* 
^uiihc<l  Odiccr  Gcnciai  Hutchiuiun, 
v^hofc  i.iltMts  and  cxcilions  v ere  equal 
to  rliol'e  of  his  renowned  prcdccelfoi . 
A  rc^ubr  frries  of  military  operations 
on  tliic  part  of  the  Bi  ilifh  fortes,  related 
with  candour  and  prccifion,  conduct 
the  reader  to  the  hnal  complete  accom- 
plilhmcnt  of  the  great  object  of  the 
expedition.  'Mte  dilHcultics  the  Ge¬ 
neral  had  to  iunnount,  the  haiallhips 
endured  by  the  troops,  the  delcription 
ut  the  country,  and  of  the  inhabitants, 
furnldi  inierciting  and  curious  inale- 
riaU  for  the  remainder  of  tlic  hidory 
of  the  campaign,  which  cannot  be 
abridged,  for  they  arc  brought  within 
the  narrowed  pollibic  limits,  the  w  hole 
narrative  being  comprilcd  in  iSi  pages. 

The  annexed  Moral  and  Pliylical 
State  of  Egypt  contains  a  fund  of  new 
intormation,  Interfpeiied  with  judi¬ 
cious  remarks  on  its  connexion  with 
European  politics  }  of  which  we  caii 
only  give  our  leaders  a  ruthcicmteldca 
to  enable  them  to  form  a  judgment 
of  the  importance  of  the  acquifition 
to  any  European  Power  that  may  be 
able  to  colonize  it,  the  Hrlt  object 
wliicli  the  French  had  in  view, 

“  Egypt,  from  its  fertility,  Is  a  moll 
valuable  colony  to  any  Power,  more 
particularly  fincc  the  means  of  fub- 
fidencc  have  not  increafed  in  Europe 
in  proportion  to  it.s  population.  At 
prefent,  the  ground  yields  three 
crops  j  with  care,  thefe  crops  might 
be  made  at  lealt  one- third  more  than 
their  prelent  quantity  :  even  now, 
alter  atiording  lubfillcncc  to  three  mil- 
lions  ot  inhabitants,  vail  iupplies  are 
lent  to  Arabia  and  Turkey.  Barley, 
wlicat,  and  rice,  grow  almolt  fpontane- 
oully  j  the  Iced  ot  t!ie  former  is  gene¬ 
rally  only  Icattcrcd  on  the  earth,  or 
rather  imid,  and  ripens  in  four  montlis. 
Fiax,  trefoil,  tlic  cotton  lice,  See.  Hou- 
ri(h  throughout  Egypt.  The  fugar- 
cane  grows  luxuriantly,  and  excellent 
in^ai- ii  m.anufacluud-rin  flioi  t,  every 
thing  which  the  wants  and  luxuries  of 
Europe  demand  might  here  be  culti¬ 
vated  i  and  Egypt,  from  her  locality, 
woulil  foon  again  recover,  by  coin- 
nierce,  confidcrable  Iplendour,  if  a 
good  governinciit  did  but  dircdl  its 
I flburccs.  Even  under  the  Beys,  the 
annual  revenue  amounted  to  1,500,000!. 


ftciling  I  and  the  French  derived,  ia 
addition,  luthcient  Iupplies  in  kind  fur 
their  amiics.” 

**  In  a  military  point  of  view,  Egypt 
is  of  valt  importance.  I'he  Ottoman 
Empire  totters,  and  Indi.a  mull  be 
terror-ltruck,  if  France  Ihuuld  ever 
be  allowed  the  pofTeUion." 

The  policy  of  France  is  too  deep, 
her  enmity  too  rooted,  not  to  devife 
means,  in  proccls  of  time,  for  the  de- 
Itrui^tiunol  the  Englilh  power  in  Indian 
and  Egypt  approaches  too  near  to  this 
valuable  colony. 

Our  Author  here  introduces  an  anec¬ 
dote,  communicated  to  him  by  a  Bi  i- 
tidi  Nobleman,  moll  jultly  celebrated 
for  the  extent  of  his  political  know'- 
ledge  and  diirmguilhed  capacity,  pof- 
lellingalfo  the  belt  fourccs  of  informa¬ 
tion  •,  wln»  had  been  (hown  the  copy 
of  a  plan  given  in  by  a  Frenchman  to 
the  great  Catharine  of  Kuilia,  for  the

And  it  is  added,  that  Paul  the  Fiiil 
drew  from  the  Arcliives  of  Kuliia  tliis 
important  project,  and  attempted,  in 
concert  witii  France,  the  realization  i 
when,  fortunately  for  humanity  and 
his  country,  de.ith  defeated  his  fehemes 
of  ambition  and  ol  unnatural  enmity 
to  Great  Britain.  **  One  divifion  was 
alic:uly  on  its  march,  wliich  was  to 
have  been  followed  by  another,  when  a 
corps  of  50,000  men  would  have  aflem- 
hled,  in  the  autumn  of  1801, on  the  bor¬ 
ders  of  the  Cafpian  Sea.** 

On  this  ground,  Colonel  Wilfon 
contends,  that  Egypt  is  necelTary  to 
England,  not  as  an  acquifition  of 
wealth  or  aggrandizement,  but  for 
fecuiity  j  for  the  theatre  of  her  wars 
with  France  will  ever  hereafter  be  ex¬ 
tended  to  tlioie  plains,  aud  fucli  an 
extenfion  of  the  held  of  battle  nitill  be 
highly  prcjudiei.il  to  the  intcrefts  of 
Great  Britain — therefore,  **  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  Alexandria  or  Malta  was 
ablblutcly  necellary  (in  this  Gentle¬ 
man’s  opinion)  to  remove  thefe  appre- 
henfions.”  lie  concludes  thefe  politi.

Pm  tiling  this  plan,  a  brief  hillory  of 
the  County  is  ikclched  from  its  nrlirll 
authentic  rccoids,  commencing  about 
the  year  ot  onr  Lord  519,  when  the 
Ihires  of  Wilts,  Devon,  bomeifet, 
Hants,  Dorlet,  and  Berks,  became  the 
propel  ty  of  C'trdic,  a  Saxon  Piincr, 
whofe  dominions  were  united  hy  the 
general  name  of  WelTex,  or  the  king¬ 
dom  of  the  Welt  Saxons,  The  ickeoie 
U  2 
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ot  generating  concord,  by  cantoning 
OUT  the  kingdom  into  parccU,  proved 
fuil  to  the  Snxon  heptarchy.  The 
anjhition  or  jcjlourics  of  the  Icvcral 
monarch!  continually  involved  the 
fubjefts  of  the  diHfcrent  ftates  in  dire¬ 
ful  warfare.  The  miferics  the  Saxons 
h.id  inftiffed  on  the  Britons,  were 
repaid  on  each  other  j  nor  was  it  till 
the  union  of  the  feven  kingdoms  tinder 
Egbert,  that  this  tinfortunatc  country 
had  any  rrpofe  from  calamity.  S')  tur 
the  outline  of  tlie  ancient  hillury  is 
tiiced  in  the  introduction:  the  mod 
miTcriil  events  that  were  tranl.u5fed  in 
\V  i!t>,  during  this  and  the  fuhfequent 
p.uioil'  of  the  hidory  of  Knglanil,  arc 
r-latcd  from  .uithentic  or  probable 
do(  luncnts,  when  delcribing  the  placed 
where  they  occurred.  The  ulu:»l 
geographical  pohiion  of  the  County 
foilo's  >  next ;  the  ei  rors  of  Ionic 
tvirmcr  p'^ographers,  who  afligned  too 
narrow  liinitit  to  thii  county,  arc  rcc- 
titieil,  the  itatrment  of  Mr.  T.  Davis, 
in  his  very  ingenious  view  of  the 
aijricnltuie  of  Wilts,  who  makes  the 
rlimcnfions  54  miles  long,  and  54 
broid,  comes  as  near  the  truth  as  can 
be  afeertained,  by  an  acqu  lintaiicc  with 
the  belt  furveys,  and  the  molt  direct 
roads.  The  topographical  dcicription 
leems  to  be  drawn  with  the  nicelt 
acciitacv,  and  without  omitting  any 
lircumdance  with  which  the  reader,  tir 
traveller  ouphc  to  be  well  acqiiaintetl, 
aruongM  which  we  particularly  notice 
file  .account  of  its  clothing  trade,  and 
nwinnfadturcs  of  linen,  cotton,  gloves, 
cutler)',  JVcc.  encouraging  .1  valt  .mil 
iilcreafing  popular  ton.  The  infor- 
m.itioii  concerning  the  great  numlwr 
of  Iheep  .and  cattle  hred  in  this  county,

Such  is  the  rich  mental  feall  this 
ingenious  gentleman  promifes  to  Ills 
1C  iders  j  and,  after  a  caref  ul  and  candid 
peril fal  of  the  whole  performance,  we 
venture  topronounce  that  iris  executed 
with  combined  talfe  and  judgment. 

Se^ion  II.  contains  the  early  hilloi  y 
and  a  latisficfory  dcicription  of  OM 
Sarum.— **  It  is  fituated  about  one 
mile  noith  of  Salin)ury,  and  though 
dilinantled  of  its  frowning  buildings 
and  architertural  confequcnce,  it  pi  e- 
lents  a  fcenc  aw’fully  grand  !  The 
military  antiquary  will  Hnd  much  to 
admire  in  its  deep  ditches,  high 
ramparts,  and  great  extent  \  and  the 
man  addi(5fed  to  rcflc^^Hon,  and  pof- 
IcHlng  fcnfibility,  will  feel  interefted 
in  reverting  to  the  tales  0/  ether  timcs^ 
and  derive  pleajuvable  eonfolation  from 
comparing  them  with  the  tranl:i<5fions 
of  the  prefent  moment.  What  a  fccne 
does  this  place,  and  indeed  all  Seilijhury- 
plairtt  prcicnt  for  meditation — w'hen  we 
contrail  the  warlike  Jaj:  of  yorc^  with 
the  prefent  days  of  Jomejlu  peace. 

“  NyiVf  the  humble  lolitary  fticp- 
herd,  anil  the  whiltling  ploughman, 
may  pui  fuc  tfieir  refpei'^ive  avocations, 
fcarlefs  of  the  hlood-llaincd  luMicr  j 
the  poor  cottager  retires  to  the 
Itraw  bed  of  content,  inuiilhirhed  l)V 
the  marauding  warrior  ;  woac,  tl.c 
peafant  and  the  farmer  aie  aUke 
iccuitd  by  the  laws  of  the  l.ind,  from 
the  plundering  tyrant;  and  t!:r 

curious  antiquary  nviy  mearure  Stone- 
hefti^e  without  tlic  huir  of  h.iving  his 
own  meafure  curtailed,  by  tiic  hcad- 
dillcvering  Iword.  Wliat  an  In- 
fdimahle  blefling  is  peace! — What  a 
deploiable  calamity  is  war  I  Only 
fancy  thefe  huuiullefs  plains  covered 
with  hiindieds  of  camps,  and  thoufands 
of  fohfiers,  and  even  then  the  ima¬ 
gination  will  not  exceed  the  reality, — 
and  that  every  day,  the  cries  of  the 
innocent,  the  Ihrieks  of  the  widowed 
mother,  and  the  bewailings  of  the 
oiph.an,  pierced  the  wide  concave  of 
heaven  with  unavailing  lamentations.” 
.Moral  rcfle6lions  fuch  as  thefe  certainly 
enhance  the  value  of  delcriptive 
Ikcnery,  and  thev  are  introduced  in  all 
parts  of  the  work,  where  the  objects 
dclliicuttd  atford  a  proper  opening. 
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The  viciir»tudc5  of  Old  Sarum,  the 
vonltruelion  of  Nev\  Sai  um,  the  prefent 
city  of  Salilbui  y,  .tml  an  account  of  tlie 
old  K»)man  roads,  render  this  icCtion 
untoniinonly  cniious;  nor  innIt  we 
omit  the  hngidarity  of  the  right  Hill 
txcrciled  by  this  ancient  borough,  to 
fend  two  inenibers  to  parliament, 
though  there  are  no  houles  reiaaining, 
except  a  linall  publick  houfe  in  its 
vicinity,  and  that  the  number  ot 
electors  is  reduced  to  [even  freeholders, 
who  have  lands  lying  within  the  liber¬ 
ties  of  the  borough .  “  OlJ  Sariim  firll 

fent  members  to  pailiament  in  the  Z3d 
of  Kdwaid  1.  and  then  intermitted  till 
I  lie  ot  lulwaid  111.  from  which 

time  It  has  been  done  tonllantly.  The 
cleclion  is  iifnally  held  in  a  temporary 
iioule,  erected  on  one  of  tlie  burgage 
lands  near  the  village  of  Stiatford  : 
the  manor  belongs  to  riiomas  Pitt, 
Lord  Camclford,  a  defer ndant  ot  Qo- 
vernor  Pitt,  the  owner  ot  the  famous 
Diamond,  and  grandfather  to  the  great 
Karl  of  Chatham  }  the  Governor 
bought  the  manor  in  1690,  of  James 
Earl  of  Salilhury,  for  1 500I.  Siihfbury 
cathedral,  aiul  the  lilthop's  palace  are 
fully  delcribcd,  and  a  beautiful  view 
of  the  welt  front  of  the  Cathedral,  drawn 
by  Mr,  BrittOMf  and  engraved  by  StoreVt 
is  pretixed  to  both  volumes.  The 
churches,  colleges,  and  other  publick 
edifices  in  Salilbury  j  a  charadteriltic  of 
the  inhabitants  ;  rejections  on  the  Hate 
of  the  poor,  ike.  are  the  principal 
lubjccts  of  Sections  Ilf.  and  IV. 
Longford  Cattle,  a  feat  belonging  to 
the  Karlof  Radnor,  htuaied  about  three 
miles  south -eait  of  5a!tlbury,  being 
the  Hrtt  object  that  attrai^tcd  the  at¬ 
tention  of  our  author,  .after  leaving 
the  city,  he  has  given  a  beautiful  view 
ot  it,  and  a  dekription  ot  the  valuable 
piiHures  and  cuiiofjties  it  conlaiiis, 
particularly  a  Heel  ctiair  which  may 
rank  anionglt  the  choicett  ialx)urs  of 
antiquity  j  “  the  compartments,  marc' 
than  130  ill  number,  contain  a  tnnl- 
tiplicily  of  (inures  in  miniature,  neatly 
and  wondertully  executed.”  For  the 
hiitory  and  further  account  of  this 
ii/tJ ^;urtoyify,  See  Sc5t.

Downton  Town  and  New  H.ill  are 
biicriy  defcribetl,  and  a  molt  artcj^ting 
anecd()te  related  of  Dr.  Raleigh,  elder 
brother  to  the  famous  Sir  VValtci  Ra¬ 
leigh,  in  Scit  VI. 


The  hiitory  of  the  ancient  palace  of 
Cl.irciuion,  formerly  fituatcd  in  the 
midll  of  an  cxtenfive  and  beaiirifitl 
park,  about  two  miles  Ibuth  calt  of 
S.ilifbury,  new  levelled  with  the  dull  ; 
au  account  of  tlie  refidcnce  of  fevcral 
iiritilh  monarchs  at  Clarendon;  of  the 
famous  conltitutions  of  Clarendon  ; 
of  the  famous  Karl  of  Clarendon,  Lonl 
Chancellor  in  the  reign  of  C'harles  II. 
and  grandfather  to  Q^iccn  Mary,  the 
wife  of  William  III.  and  of  Qrtceii 
Ann  i  and  anecdotes  of  Stephen  Duck, 
the  threiher,  and  Poet,  patron i fed  by 
(^ecn  Caroline,  thcconfort  of  George 
11.  occupy  Sett.  VII. 

As  even  the  analytical  table  of  the 
principal  contents  of  the  remaining 
lubjei^ts  of  this  volume,  is  too  detailed 
to  be  biouglit  within  any  moderate 
compafs,  we  can  only  obfervo,  that  the 
delcription  of  the  Statues,  Bulls,  and 
Pli^’fiires  at  f niton  Houfe ^  the  feat  of 
the  Earl  of  Pembroke,  embellilhed  with 
a  moll  beautiful  view*  of  the  cdihcc — 
and  tlie  moil  ample  delcription  of 
lonfbillt  the  etdebt  ated  manlioii  of  Mr. 
BeckforJy  with  all  its  late  improvements, 
collection  of  plCfurcs  by  ancient 
mallei  s,  and  by  Britilh  artilfs  of  our 
own  time  ;  its  inagmticcnt  apartments 
and  fplendid  turnlfure,  See.  are  the 
piincipal  fubjeCts  which  occupy  the 
greaicd  p.art  of  the  remaining  pages  of 
this  volume — but  we  were  much  dilap- 
pointed, after  all  that  has  beenpublilhed 
concerning  this  fuperb  tnannon,  with 
the  Inferiority  of  the  view  of  it,  com- 
pjitd  with  Wilton  Houle,  and  War- 
tlour  Caltle,  tlic  leat  of  Lord  Arundel, 
tlie  lail  plate  in  the  volume,  the  dc- 
Iciipiion  of  which  is  iikewtle  very 
intcrelling, and  it  coinpriles  an amiiling 
biographical  account  of  Mr.  Giles 
Hnllcy,  an  eccentric  Englith  painter, 
lorne  of  whole  works  form  pait  of  the 
decorations  of  the  callle.

nine  miles  to  the  fonthward.  By  the 
fpecimens  of  this  coal  which  were 
afterwards  obtained,  the  quality  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  good  i  and  large  quanti¬ 
ties  «>f  this  valuable  article  weie  at  t 
fiibfequent  j>eriod  found  in  Che  neigh- 
bourluxKl  of  the  fcttlemcnt.

knowing  that  the  peculiar  hardfhip  of 
my  cafe  has  been  acknowledged  by 
every  Gentleman,  in  and  out  oF office, 
to  whom  it  has  been  communicated 
-i-wc  feel  a  proportionate  gratification 
on  finding  that  Colonel  Collins  has  no 
longer  any  reaion  to  complain  of  the

Uiis  Committee,  they  determined  ’.0  lead  either  to  edabliib  efficacy,  ox  to 
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put  an  end  to  thf  pia^icf  of  it  alto¬ 
gether  ;  and  t!iey  pleciccci  them(clv<*s  to 
communicate  tlie  rcai*lr  r*  their  cbler- 
v.itioQS  to  the  Piibllck  Up  to  this  time 
the  Committee  have  fulfilled  tholV  rn- 
igemenis  ;  a  great  numbcf  of  proofs 
ave  been  obtained,  by  inocuhting 
different  (Vibje^^i  witli  the  Small  Pox, 
each  of  whom  had  been  pi  evioully  vac¬ 
cinated  j  and  iheconftantly  favourable 
refults  of  thefc  trials  have  been  pub- 
lifhed  with  fidelity  and  exadnefs. 

Amonglf  other  expeiiuients,  vacci¬ 
nated  fubjc^fs'had  been  placed  in  the 
moil  intimate  communication  with  per- 
font  having  the  Small  Pox,  obliging 
them  to  inhabit  the  fame  room,  cat 
and  drink  together,  deep  in  the  fame 
bed,  and  wear  the  lame  clothes. 

Thefe  experiments,  which,  were 
afterwards  frequently  repeated  exactly 
in  the  fame  manner  with  the  former, 
and  tried  on  feveral  occaiions  u}>on  a 
great  number  of  perfons  at  the  fame 
time,  have  equally  fucceeded,  and  the 
details  have  been  made  public. 

The  Committee,  however,  till  this 
moment,  were  not  of  opinion  that  the 
talk  they  had  undertaken  was  entirely 
completed,  A  (fill  more  dccitivc  proof 
was  wanting  to  their  inquiry,  which* 
was,  to  fee  Nature  Itruggling  with  the 
Cow  Pox, under  circumlbnces,  where, 
cither  from  the  efttCf  of  the  Rate  of  the 
air,  from  the  dilpolition'  of  the  body, 
or  from  thcle  two  caulcs  imited,  the 
infr^ion  of  the  Small  Pox  was  a£f  ually 
Ipreading  itfeif,  and  exciting  the  mult 
a<^fivc,  as  well  at  the  molt  dreadful  in- 
Huencr. 

Already  a  great  number  of  fads 
wliich  had  been  communicated  to  the 
t'omniittce  from  ditferent  parts  of 
France,  had  informed  them  that  the 
C?ow  Pox  had  been  triumphant  in  the 
flrugftie.  I'hcre  are  fcarceiy  any  of 
ti)c  Impart  men  ts,  which,  during  the 
laft  two* or  three  yeais,  have  not  fecn 
the  Small  Pox  reign  epidemically  in  a 
great  number  of  towns,  or  in  the 
country.  TArr#  tms  net  been  #«/  txamfU 
to  frtv*,  that  among fi  thonfands  of  tmipvi^ 
timilt  inockJated  nvttb  tb^  Cotv  tox,  a 
jingU  cne  huj  btcn  in/eftrJ  *u'itb  the  Small 
Pea  ,  thskgb  in  tbt  wdJft  oj  tbt  cwi- 

/urree. 

Ibit  thefc  numerous  proofs  were  not 
vet  liifhcupt  for  the  Committee,  who 
bad  l>ound  them  (elves  not  to  (peak 
only  of  what  they  h.id  heard,  but  to 
tonn  their  opinion  upon  what  they 
lud  adualiy  Iccn. 


The  Small  Pox  infedlon,  wMtb  lias 
reigned  at  Paris  from  the  nionrh  of 
July  in  the  lull  year,  and  which  is  at 
prefent  (b  generally  fpiead,  has  lur- 
nifhed  them  with  the  means  of  com¬ 
pleting  their  proofs.  They  have  taken 
the  greateft  pains  to  make  the  enume¬ 
ration  of  all  the  individuals,  who,  by 
the  diredVion  of  the  Committee,  had 
received  the  Cow  Pox  j  they  luve 
taken  the  mod  exad  incafnres  to  lie 
informed  of  all  that  might  happen  to 
them  }  and  the  refult  of  their  inquiries  at 
this  moment  iV,  that  asnon^/1  the  number  of 
thofe  individuals,  nvbich  amounts  to  nearly 
10,000,  not  one  has  been  injected  tvitb  the 
i  Ontogwn  of  the  S snail  Pox. 

This  great  and  important  refult  Is 
firmly  eltablifhed.and  it  docs  not  .idinit 
of  a  iingle  exception.  Two  other  fads, 
not  le(s  conclulive,  have  alfocomc  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  Committee.  The 
Cow  Pox  having  been  conltantly  prac- 
ti(ed  upon  the  children  in  the  Holpital 
dc  la  Pitie  (clevcs  of  their  tountiy), 
and  upon  thofe  of  the  Hofpital  of 
Orphan^,  in. the  Faubourg  St.  Antoine, 
the  infedion  of  the  Small  Pox  lias  ne¬ 
ver  been  able  to  enter  cither  of  thofe 
two  houfes,  although  fituated  intwoof 
the  quarters  of  Paris  wh^re  the  Small 
Pox  has  been  molt  prevalent.  Two 
hol'pitals,  therefore,  have  clearly  been 
preferved  from  the  contagion  by  the 
etfc6tof  the  Cow  Pox  ;  and  this  is,  in 
miniature,  a  proof  of  the  fcjniility  of 
attaining  to  the  entire  extirpation  qt  the 
Small  PoXf  and  of  ban^hsng  tt  jrom  the 
Coniinentf  and  indeed  from  the  *(X'hcle 
World, 

We  cannot,  however,  doubt  the  ma¬ 
lignity  and  extent  of  the  reigning 
infedion  of  the  Small  Pox — 'I'he  very 
exad  accounts  of  the  mortality  wliicli 
the  Committee  have  procured  in  the 
environs  of  P.iris,  announce,  th.it  a 
quarter  of  the  deaths  in  fome.  in 
others  a  third,  and  in  fcvei^l  of  them 
neai  ly  one  half,  arc  owing  to  the  Small 
Pox.  It  is  principally  in  tlie  quaiteis 
where  the  itreers  aie  narrower,  the 
hollies  more  fully  inhabited,  the  cir- 
cuiultances  of  the  inh.ibitants  not  fo 
afHiient,  the  people  It's  informed  — it  is 
in  tbolt  places  where  tiiio  pior.ortiun  is 
the  larged  ;  whild  the  mo-e  airy  envi¬ 
rons,  inhabited  by  .a  cl.ils  of  people  in 
HU  cafy  fituation  of  lift,  li.ivc  iiiUcicd 
Icfs  iVom  the  cent

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bles  of  the  ^^o^tality  in  Paris  dining 
the  laic  ti%o  months  of  the  lait  year 
(the  year  lo),  and  the  two  tint  months 
ot  the  prefciit  year  ii.  It  belongs  to 
the  Magiltrutes,  charged  to  watch  over 
the  health  of  the  Publick,  to  take  tnch 
mcjiures  as,  under  thefe  cii  cumllances, 
lhali  appear  to  be  molt  expedient.  On 
their  part,  the  Committee  have  re¬ 
doubled  their  /.eal ;  they  have  for  four 
niontiis  Tnuitiplied  the  inoculations 
with  the  Cow  Pox  in  Paris  :  they  have 
rendered  their  alliltance  particularly  to 
indigent  families.  The  Hofpital  com¬ 
mitted  to  their  caie,  ia  the  houle  of  St* 
Kfprit,  near  to  the  Hotel  de  V'ille,  has 
been  conltantly  open  to  the  Publick  j 
and  the  number  of  individuals  who 
come  <i:iiiy  to  be  inoculateil  with  the 
Cow  Pox,  is  observed  to  incrcalc. 

The  Committee  will  always  continue 
to  confider  the  information  of  the  Pub* 
lick  as  their  firlt  duty,  and,  on  this 
occiiion,  will  be  eager  to  contribute, 
with  the  public  authority,  for  the  ex¬ 
tirpation  of  the  pi  eicjit  malignant  dif- 
order.

The  rrfult  of  the  fird  table  is,  that 
the  number  of  vi.5tlmsto  the  Small  Pox^ 
during  thofe  four  months,  has  been  in 
Paris,  compared  with  the  whole  amount 
of  deaths,  ns  14  to  54,  or  more  than  a 
quarter  of  the  total  iiumbcr  of  deaths. 

Tl.e  refult  of  the  other  table  is,  that 
the  total  amount  of  individuals  dead  of 
the  Small  Pox,  w  hen  compared  with  the 
whole,  has  been  as  9  to  16,  or  more 
than  one-third  of  the  whole  nutnher 
.deceaied,  and  more  than  one-half  of 
thofe  who  died  from  other  difeafes. 

The  Committee  confine  theinfelvrs 
at  prelent  to  otter  thelerefults  of  their 
inquiries  to  the  good  fenfe  of  the  Pub¬ 
lics.  They  are  certainly  of  a  nature  to.

gltlan’s  dudy.  The  Magician  is  leated 
on  his  throne,  attended  by  two  dae¬ 
mons ;  the  hack  feene  reprefents  a 
prifon,  ill  which  Harlequin,  Colum- 
l)ine  and  the  orhc'*  charaiiters  arc  con¬ 
fined  in  chains.  The  Magician,  after 
a  fnort  ex'uoi  tatioii,  confides  the  care 
of  the  captives  to  Tyi  ho,  and  enjoins 
him  uoi  to  deep,  otherwiic  the  magic 


lamps  will  expire,  and  the  charm  ccafe. 
The  influence  of  Somnus,  however, 
overcomes  Tycho;  two  ravens  defeend, 
feize  his  wand  in  their  claws,  and  af- 
cend.  The  next  feene,  which  is  un¬ 
commonly  beautiful,  exhibits  Venus, 
the  proteflrcfs  of  Harlequin,  dc- 
feending  from  the  clouds,  who  relieves 
him  and  his  alFociatei  from  “durance 
vile,”  and  prefents  him  with  a  magic 
cedus,  by  the  virtues  of  which  he  is  to 
overcome  all  his  enemies.  In  her 
fplendid  car  Ihe  is  attended  by  three  of 
the  Graces,  and  her  acciidomed  at¬ 
tributes. — The  budle  ofthePantomime 
now  commences.  The  father  of  Co-^ 

lumbine 
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lumfcine  is  tempted,  by  a  cheft  of  gold, 
to  induce  her  to  efjjoufc’  the  enemy  of 
Harlen  uin.  The  Utter,  however,  de¬ 
feats  their  prujcAs,  and  while  the  chclt 
U  placed  at  the  door,  by  his  magical 
effort  a  column  of  gold  arifes  from  the 
interior  of  the  cheft,  on  which  he 
aicends,  and  gains  admittance  into  one 
of  the  windows  of  Pantaloon's  houfe. 
He  next  makes  his  efcape  with  Colum¬ 
bine;  and,  after  a  countlefs  variety  of 
whimfical  adventures,  lolcs  his  wand 
and  celt  us,  and  becomes  again  in  the 
pjwcr  of  the  Magician.  His  pro- 
tc^refs  ItUl  adheres  to  his  interelt,  and 
relieves  him  from  his  diHiculties.

A  dafhtng  buck  is  next  brought  on, 
in  cullox'ly  At  the  fnit  of  his  tayior  ;  he 
fends  for  Bail  ;  a  Siilor,  from  India, 
tttended  by  a  CUinefc,  enters  to  his 
relief.  The  Sailor  olfers  hii  whole 
bore,  which  is  infuihcicnt  to  relieve 
his  frieud,  when  the  Chincle,  undcr- 
llandhig  the  nature  of  the  embarrafs- 
ment  from  the  Sailor,  offers  the  Bailiff 
a  cafl;  of  curious  China  (ilk  ;  but,  when 
the  butrnefs  is  about  to  be  accommo¬ 
dated,  the  ungrateful  fprlg  of  Bond- 
tfreet  takes  an  opportunity  to  decamp 
with  the  ffik  and  iiiuney,  and  the  poor 
Sailor  is  left  in  durance  vile  for  having 
anfweied  for  his  fuppofed  friend.

'I'hc  Genius  of  the  Sword  inftanrly 
appears,  who  tells  the  S.iilor  of  the  vir¬ 
tues  of  the  talifman,  and  that  he  and 
ten  thoufand  fpirits  own  its  fway,  and 
are  really  to  aid  its  mafler  in  the  hour 
of  misfortune.  The  Genius  then  dc- 
fires  him  to^purfue  his  f'airhlels  friend 
to  France ;  rlic  Sailor  thanks  the  Ge¬ 
nius,  w’lio  difiipyxars.  Columbine  ti¬ 
midly  apprcxiches  the  ('word— the  Sailor 
gives  it  to  her.  She  is  delighted  with 
It  j  but,  ditliking  tl>e  Sailor’s  drefs, 
makes  the  firft  trial  of  its  magic  virtue, 
and  changes  him  to  Harlequin,  and 
pointing  afher  own  diel’s,  gives  him 
the  fword,  with  which  he  changes  her 
to  Columbine.  After  dancing  round 
each  other,  in  mutual  corgi  at  ulatiou, 
they  run  tow  arils  the  door,  which 
opens,  and  John  Doe,  Richard  Roe, 
and  Redtail,  enter  with  tonlfabks. 
Harlequin  efcapes  by  lea  ping’ through 
a  framed  copy  of  the  “  Habeas  Corpus 
A^t,"  which  cinnges  to  “  Non  elt  in¬ 
ventus."

Horrid  Circumj] an: e, — At  a  fmall  vil¬ 
lage  between  Nlajquile  and  Boulogne, 
in  France,  a  written  paper,  with  three 
fignaturcs,  was  can  ieil  to  the  houfe  of 
tile  .Mayor,  appointing  a  meeting  upon 
bufincl;>,  in  the  evening,  at  a  fixeil 
place.  A  neighbour  obicrved  three 
men  at  the  door,  and  the  Mayor  to  go 
i>ut,  leaving  at  home  his  wife,  daugh¬ 
ter,  niece,  and  a  maid  Icrvant.  Early 
the  next  morning,  a  nephew  of  the 
Mayor’s  calling,  touiul  the  <i<M>r  open, 
and  upon  entering,  hill  beheld  the 
maid  inurdereii  in  the  pall'age  ;  the 
mother  and  daughter  dead  in  one 
room,  and  the  niece  a  corpfe  in  an¬ 
other.  As  loon  as  he  could  receiver 
himfelf,  he,  with  tlic  allillance  of  a 
neighbour,  rc.uchcd  the  houfe,  when 
It  appeared  nothing  had  been  taken 
aw.iy.  Ehe  written  paper  was  found, 
containing  the  three  lignatiires,  which 
induced  tlic  nephew  and  tlic  neiglibour 
t<»  proceed  to  the  ifaled  place,  wIk-m 
tiiey  diicovered  the  .M.t^or,  inifcrubiy 


mangled.  In  one  of  his  hands  was  1 
large  lock  of  hair  grafped,  with  a  part 
of  the  ikin  to  it,  fuppoted  to  belong  to 
one  of  the  villains.  This  was  taken  to 
the  Municipality,  who  embargoed  all 
the  veflels  between  Calais  and  Bou¬ 
logne.  The  diligences  were  examined, 
and  every  one  obliged  to  take  off  his 
hat  }  but  tl;e  nioii Iters  were  not  dif- 
covered.  A  perfoii  arrived  in  England 
about  a  wtekago,  to  rommunicate  the 
a^t  to  the  Englifh  Police.  'Ehe  Mayor 
was  a  powerful  man  j  lie  was  very 
much  cut;  and  !>y  the  hair  which  he 
appears  to  have  torn  from  one  of  their 
heads,  it  is  evident  he  made  rcfillance* 
He  bore  an  excellent  charadcr,  and 
was  much  elleenietl. 

riie  lirotlier- ill-law  of  the  Eirfl  C’on- 
ful.  General  Lcclerc,  died  at  St.  Do¬ 
mingo  on  tJie  ad  November,  after  an 
illnel's  of  ten  days  ;  and  liis  embalmed 
remains  liavc  ariiyed  in  France  with 
Madame  Leclerc.  It  ajipcars  that  the 
affairs  of  that  qnarttr  liave  been  dread¬ 
ful  ;  but  that  after  the  death  of  Leclerc 
they  had  anumed  a  more  favourablr 
complexion.  (reneral  Kocliambeau 
had  been  appointed  the  fucceflor  of 
I-cclerc,  who,  previous  to  his  decealc, 
had  made  every  iieceli  u  y  ariangeinent 
for  the  civil  and  military  government 
of  the  ifiaiid. 

In  confequeiicc  of  the  reprefenta- 
tions  of  the  Batavian  Executive  to  the 
Chief  Coiiliil,  Ciciicral  Montrlchard, 
who  commands  the  Eretich  troops  in 
Jloliaiid,  has  been  direiliteil  not  to  place 
any  gai  rifon  in  the  Hague,  but  to  fix 
his  head-quarters  at  Bitda. 

Lcitcii  from  Cieiioa,  of  Dec.  15, 
mention  thefudden  demolition  of  more 
than  two-thirds  of  the  village  of  Villa- 
guardia,  near  Uiieglia,  by  a  convtillion 
of  the  caith,  which  took  place  in  the 
following  manner  : — Mic  village  was 
compoled  of  about  eighty  dwciling- 
houles  and  400  inhabitants.  It  flood 
on  the  (lope  of  a  hill,  in  high  cultiva¬ 
tion,  and  abounding  in  Ipiiiigs.  Oia 
the  evening  of  the  aid  of  November, 
two  apertures  were  conviilfively  made 
in  the  gioinui  near  the  village  church. 
It  r.nn  tl  all  that  night.  At  d.iy-bi cak, 
on  the  a^d,  an  enormous  mals  burft 
down  trom  the  fuinmit  of  the  hill, 
bioughr  befoie  ir  ail  the  lurface  earth, 
and  tell  upon  the  lioufes.  The  roof  of 
the  cliurdi  was  tirft  <lenioliIhed,  then 
J'.ir y- fi*vt  n  r!ic  hoiiles  met  the  fame 
over  fin  ou.  In  the  night  of  the  a3d, 
Ui^  ia.il>  wcit  lemovcd  to  the  dillance 
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of  *oo  paces  from  their  former  (itu- 
ationi.  On  the  morning  of  the  t4th 
the  remaining  hoafet  wei  e  feen  lland- 
ing  within  a  precipitoni  accumulation 
of  earth,  which  extending  entirely 
round  them,  prelen ted  a  perpendicular 
front,  and  role  50  fathoms.  Vineyardi, 
gardens,  olive-trees,  were  all  carried  in 
one  mafs  into  the  next  river.  The 
channel  of  the  river  was  filled  up,  and 
the  ftream  above  converted  into  a  lake. 
An  oppofite  rock,  on  the  territory  of 
Belfagno,  at  laftarrclled  the  motion  of 
the  mafs. 

A  dreadful  ftorm  occurred  at  Gib¬ 
raltar,  on  the  morning  of  the  icth  ult. 
There  were  at  one  time  five  veflelt  on 
Ihot  e  at  the  Old  Mole }  one  Turkilh 
Ihip  funk  in  the  bay  \  one  llranded  at 
AlgeGras ;  and  fcveral  vcfTcls  of  dif- 
leient  nations  were  feen  firing  fignals 
of  dilfrefs.  The  Cynthia  was  driven 
out  of  the  Bs3r>and  the  Plicenix  Portu- 
f  iicte  frigate  is  Tuppofed  to  have  been 
lott  upon  the  Pearl  Rock. — The  Royal 
Battery  took  hre  by  lightning,  and 
tontinued  burning  for  hours,  and 
all  attempts  to  extinguifh  it  were  ufe- 
lefs.  Its  Gtuation  was  nearly  1400  feet 
above  the  level  of  the  Tea. 

Private  accounts  from  Confiantino- 
pie  Itate,  that  Lord  Elgin  had  prupoftd 
an  alliance  between  i'urkey,  Ruffia, 
and  Great  Britain  {  the  objed  of 
which  vras  to  guaid  againft  any  future 
InvaGon  of  Egypt,  and  to  prevent  the 
Poiic  giving  permitTion  to  any  Foreign 
Vowt  I*  to  march  its  troops  through  that 
country.  The  writer  however  remarks 
that  French  influence  feemed  to  pre¬ 
dominate  in  that  quarter. 

Constantinople,  25.— The 

Porte  has  publifhed  tlie  lalt  news 
which  it  received  from  Egypt*  1  he 
Beys  having  conceived  the  proje^  of 
breaking  the  line  of  the  Ottoman  army, 
in  order  to  form  a  jundion  with  the 
Englilh  troops  at  Alexandria,  attempted 
twice  to  execute  their  defigns  ;  but  the 
Pacha  of  Cairo,  who  had  been  in¬ 
formed  of  their  intention,  took  fuch 
mcahirrs  that  they  were  each  time 
lepulfcd.  England  h.as  refiifed,  as  we 
arc  aii'ured,  to  render  the  lead  afrulance 
to  the  revolted  Beys  j  but  the  demantis,' 
.‘it  the  fame  time,  that  the  Porte  fhouid 
accede  to  the  alliance  which  ihe  pro- 
pofes,  and  which,  (he  fays,  has  only  for 
itsobjeft  to  guarantee  Egypt  from  any 
further  invalion.

my  in  Egypt  it  confirmed  :  a  part  were 
made  pnfoners,  another  cut  in  pieces, 
and  the  few  that  cfcaped  the  enemy, 
owed  their  fafety  to  the  garrilbn  of 
Cairo,  which  made  a  foi  tic.  The  am¬ 
munition  and  proviiions  have  fallen 
into  tlic  hands  of  the  Beys,  who  fuf* 
l>ended  their  purfuit  only  at  the  feli¬ 
citation  of  the  Englilh.  The  Reis 
Efi'endi  has  had  two  conferences  this 
week  with  the  Englilh  Ambatl'ador  j  it 
is  generally  believed  they  related  to  the 
evacuation  of  Egypt  by  the  Englilh 
troops.  The  Englilh  behave  there 
very  well — do  not  meddle  in  the  affairs 
of  Government,  and  obicrvc  the  ftrift- 
eft  neutrality.— Scbarti.sni,  after  having 
qualified  himfelf  at  Cairo,  as  Mtnifter 
Plenipotentiary  for  the  whole  Levant* 
is  gone  to  Suer.. 

The  French  Minifter  at  Conflantino* 

file  has  informed  the  Porte,  that  Co« 
onel  Schafliani,  whole  ai'rival  in 
Egypt  we  have  already  noticed,  is 
appointed  by  the  Fi«ft  Conful  /o  irijfed 
all  the  ports  ihe  Levant^  and  report 
the  ft  ate  in  ivkich  they  are  to  his  Govern^ 
ment, 

Vienna,  Dec.  31. — We  have  received 
the  melancholy  intelligence,  that 
Count  Bertholci,  and  two  fervants, 
travelling  from  this  city  to  Munich, 
were  attacked  and  murdered  by  14 
robbers  in  a  wood  near  Huhenlinden. 
The  robbers  carried  off  the  bodies. 

A  lire  broke  out  on  the  15th,  at  the 
houfe  of  Count  Putoki,  at  Vienna,  and 
the  Count  was  lb  fevercly  hurt  in  en¬ 
deavouring  to  fave  himlelt,  that  he  died 
the  next  day. 

Some  valuable  veins  of  gold  and  fil- 
ver  having  been  lately  dilcovered  in 
the  dillrieU  of  Biikourna  and  Czner* 
newitz,  the  Emperor  of  Germany  has 
ordered  the  working  of  them,  and 
nominated  the  celebrated  Mincralogilt, 
M.  Urban,  as  the  Director. 

The  Governor-General  of  Ilfria* 
Dalmatia,  and  Albania,'  has  lately  dtf- 
covered  loine  very  beautiful  Grecian 
Itatues,  in  good  prelervation,  which 
have  been  lent  to  Vienna. 

The  Archduke  Charles  has  trail f* 
mitted  to  General  Moreau  tome  hand- 
Ibrnc  prefents,  accompanied  with  high 
exprclTions  of  elleem.  Amongit  other 
things,  he  has  fent  him  a  large  quan¬ 
tity  af  phealanti  and  other  game,  for 
the  purpoie  of  docking  his  newly  pur- 
chaled  ciiateuf  Grolbois. 

A  Bouquet  of  Diamonds  lately 
preicnted  by  tlie  Aichduke  Charles 
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to  the  Emprefs,  Is  valued  at  3o,«oo 
ducats. 

The  Court  of  V’^ienna  has  granted  a 
fum  of  80,000  florins  for  the  relief  of 
the  fubjeCts  of  Lower  Aultria  who 
futfered  during  the  war. 

The  Hereditary  Prince  of  Ortnge 
has  adopted  the  title  of  the  reigning 
Prince  of  Fulda,  Corvey,  5»:c.  in  thofe 
a^fs  which  he  has  lately  pubiifhed. 

The  treafure  of  the  Cathedral  of 
Liege,  which  was  fccrctly  depofitrd  at 
Hamburgh,  has  Iwen  difeovered,  and 
placed  at  the  difpofition  of  the  French 
Kepiiblic.  Its  value  is  about  half  a 
million. 

A  boily  of  Danifh  troops,  on  the 
ijth,  very  unexpectedly  took  pon'clfion 
of  the  indemnities  alfigncd  to  the  free 
city  of  Lubec. 

Frankfort,  Dtc.  30. — The  Jews 
prefCMted  a  petition  to  the  Senate  five 
days  ago,  claiming  the  rights  of  Equal¬ 
ity  and  Citizenihip  j  but  their  demand 
was  not  only  rejec>ed,  but  they  were 
fined  30,000  crowns  for  having  jiiadc  it. 

GoTHENnuac;,  Dfc  23.— The  tire 
which  broke  out  hereon  the  lotli  inft. 
with  irrcfillible  fury,  was  not  entirely 
rot  under  till  ten  lalt  night.  All  the 
Duildings  between  the  great  South- 
haven-ltrcer,and  Faff  and  Welf-haven- 
l♦reets,'^nd  Wall-llreet,  together  with 
the  GymnaAum  and  School,  liave  be¬ 
come  a  prey  to  the  flames,  whicli  have 
dettroyed  the  belt  built  quarters  of  the 
city.  The  magnificer.t  Cathedral,  the 
Epifcopal  Palace,  the  Polt  houfe,  and 
the  Town  Printing-oUlce,  are  all  laid 
in  allies. 


The  Jefuits  in  Germany  have  lately 
obtained  the  confent  of  the  Emperor 
of  Rullia  for  the  election  of  a  new 
General,  and  they  have  chofen  Father 
Gruber,  of  Pololk,  late  founder  of  a 
ichool  of  the  Or  der  at  Petcrlbqr^h. 

Admiral  Count  Mordwinot,  the 
Kulli  in  NTin liter  of  war,  has  rcltgned 
his  fituation. 

The  Emperor  of  KtifTta  has  fettled  a 
pcnfion  of  7  5,000  rubles  on  the  King  of 
Sardinia. 

We  lately  Hated,  that  the  Emperor 
Alexander  had  ordered  payment  to 
the  firitifh  merchants  for  their  lofs  by 
the  Ruffian  embargo.  The  money 
has  been  remitted. 

The  Emperor  Alexander  has  lately 
done  an  a^  of  juHice  and  generofiry 
to  a  part  of  the  Poles,  the  companions 
of  Kofciufko.  A  number  of  the  SukaU 
tern  OHicers  and  foldiers,  having  been 
taken  pi  ifoners  by  the  Rufluns,  after¬ 
wards  efcaped  captivity  by  enlifting  in 
the  Ruffian  fervtce.  An  Imperial 
Order,  of  the  iH  of  December  laltg 
permits  all  who  enlilted  in  thofe  cir- 
ctimHanccs  *•  to  leave  the  army  at  their 
picafurc.’*  They  are,  by  the  fame  Or¬ 
der,  allowed  fo  continue  in  the  fcrvicct 
if  fiich  fhall  be  their  choice. 

The  Emperor  of  Rulfia  has  juH  pub- 
lifhed  a  wife  and  equitable  Ukafe.  Ic 
ordains,  that  the  hereditary  properly 
of  perfons  of  all  cialfts  in  the  Empire 
found  guilty  of  any  capital  offence, 
fhall  be  exempted  from  confiltaiion. 
By  a  previous  Ukafe  this  privilege  was 
granted  only  in  favour  of  the  Nobi- 
lity.

а.  At  half  palt  one  o*cUck  in  the 
morning,  a  (liocking  (ire  broke  out  in  a 
houfc  in  Frcdcritk-ltreci,  Portlea,  in- 
habited  by  Mr.  Maync  and  Mr.  New¬ 
berry,  (hipwiights.  The  family,  it 
feems,  went  to  bed  at  ten  o'clock,  and 
mutt  inevitably  have  perilhed,  had  it 
not  been  (or  the  incedant  mewing  and 
noife  of  a  cat,  which  clilturbed  their 
rclt,  and  timely  warned  them  of  their 
clanger.  'Ihc  whole  of  the  (urniture 
was  dcllroyed  ;  bur  what  wc  have 
moltiy  to  lament  is,  a  girl  about  four 
years  of  age  was  burnt  to  death.  Her 
uncle  had  made  his  way  down  (fairs, 
as  far  as  the  (Ircet-door  j  when,  on  be¬ 
ing  alked  after  the  child  by  its  father, 
he  immediately  returned,  and  had 
actually  placed  the  child  on  a  fable 
whiKt  he  turned  himlelf  to  open  the 
gan  et  window  to  cfcapc  }  but,  dread¬ 
ful  to  relate,  when  he  again  looked 
round,  the  child  had  fallen  fVoin  the 
table  and  through  the  tlaniing  Hoor. 
He  then  effected  his  efcape  by  leaping 
from  the  wimlow  Into  the  Itrcct. 

Wm.  Melfcnger,  a  chimney  fw’ecper, 
of  Thame,  in  Oxfordlhire,  has  been 
fully  committed  for  trial,  on  the  Co¬ 
roner's  Inqueft,  charging  him  with 
the  wilful  murder  of  Henry  Williams, 
his  apprentice  boy,  by  beating,  and 
otheiw-ile  ill  treating  him,  fo  astoc;iule 
his  death.  The  boy  was  under  nine 
years  of  age. 

б.  Riot  at  AtirJren  -^At  Edinburgh, 
the  Court  of  Jnlticiary  met  to  proceed 
in  the  trial  of  Lieutenant- Colonel 
C#ec>rge  Mackenzie,  Captain  J-  B. 
Macdonogh,  Enfign  George  L-anigan, 
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hermitage,  on  the  borders  of  Syden¬ 
ham  Common,  and  who,  from  his  re- 
clufc  life,  was  called  “  Man  qf  tbt 
Woodit"  was  this  morning  found  near 
hii  hermitage  murdered.  He  had  !eve- 
ral  fevere  contufions  in  his  head,  and 
his  jaw  bone  broken  in  two  places. 

29.  The  Lord  Mayor  held  a  Ward¬ 
mote  at  Salters  Hall,  for  the  choi..e 
of  an  Alderman  for  Walbnjok  Ward, 
In  the  ruuiu  of  Alderman  Cadell,  de- 
ceafed. —  The  Lord  Mayor  deli  vered  a 
very  iinpreflive  fpeecli  on  the  luunaqc, 
benevolent,  and, virtuous,  charadtr  of 
Mr.  Cadell — ^On  the* regulai  forms  be- 
ing  gone  through,  Mr.  Winter  pro- 
pofrJ  T.  Row  croft,  Eiq.  as  a  tit  pei  Ion 
to  fill  the  office  of  Alderman  :  on  a 
ihew.of  hands,  Mr.  Koweroft  iiad  the 
whole  Hull  in  liis  favour  ;  and  no 
oppofition  appearing,  he  was  declaied 
duly  elected. 

30.  As  one  of  the  labourers  em¬ 
ployed  ill  the  laboratory  at  Apotlieca- 
rlcf  Hall  was  charging  with  oil  of  vi¬ 
triol  a  gUfs  retort,  by  (bme  inatten¬ 
tion  it  was  throw  n  over  the  man's  face  j 
in  conl'equence  of  which  he  was  imme¬ 
diately  blinded,  and  his  forehead  and 
checks  veficated.  Fortunately  for  the 
fufferer,  a.thcr  was  inifantly  applied, 
and  a  conltant  itream  of  air  kept  up 
by  means  of  a  pair  of  bellows,  which  in 
the  courfe  of  half  an  hour,  by  its  alto- 
nidiing  produ^fion  of  cold,  relieved 
him  entirely  of  pain,  and  by  a  conti¬ 
nued  application  of  it  one  hour  and 
a  half  longer,  the  bladders  were  com¬ 
pletely  reduced,  leaving  the  face  only 
iwellrd,  with  a  fentation  of  (llftneis  on 
the  ikin.  The  whole  quantity  ufed  w;is 
from  a  pint  and  a  half  to  a  quart.— 
This  is  a  lecond  intfance  of  the  won¬ 
derful  erticacy  of  o'Ether.  It  all'o  ha-i 
been  found  highly  beneficial  in  burns 
aad  (calds. 

A  few  days  ago  a  fire  broke  out  at  a 
farm  near  BrinlUey,  Cambridge,  occu- 

£ied  by  the  Kev.  .Mr.  Lane.  The 
amet  raged  with  fuch  violence,  that 
in  a  Ihort  time  nearly  the  whole  pre- 
mifes  were  dedroyed,  together  with 
feveral  lt.icks  of  com.  The  damage  is 
fltimatcd  at  upwai'dt  of  5000I.  only 
3000I.  of, which  was  infured.

the  hawker  on  being  ciiargcd  witli  the 
theft;  when  the  jury  gave  one  penny 
damages— The  pi\>lecntor  was  aher- 
wards  committed  to  take  his  trial  tor 
perjury. 

A  lad,  named  Gregg,  has  been  com¬ 
mitted  to  Lincoln  ’ gaol,  for  killing  a 
fellow. carpenter,  by  foicing  a  icrew- 
tlrivcr  into  his  head  The  Coruneis* 
Jury  found  him  guiltv  of  that  fpecies  of 
roanflaughier  which,  by  the  ill  James, 
ch.  8.  is  deprived  ol  the  bcnc&t  of  the 
clergy. 

10.  In  the  evening,  during  3  high 
wind,  foine  prcmilcs  lacing  l^^ddir.gton 
Church,  occupied  hy  Mr.  Blohcld,  an 
Atfcrtiey,  were  real  ly  demolifhed.  They 
confifted  of  a  fmall  io  »m  and  a  kitchen 
ol  wood,  having  a  chimney  carried  to  a 
great  height  j  the  chimney  was  thiown 
on  the  roof  cl  the  upper  room,  in  w  hich 
Mis.

'I  his  evening,  as  Mr.  Chapman,  of 
Lifliman  lain.,  near  Cuirmg.  was  le- 
tumino  on  hoiieback,  he  was  thrown, 
and  his  loot  hanging  in  the  (iirrup,  he 
was  diaggtd  to  a  c<  iil.ilei able  uiltui'Ce,  by 
which  he  was  lo  lliockingiy  lacciattd, 
that  he  died  within  an  hour.  This

This 
would  have  been  the  tcurth  vovage  cf 
the  /hip,  and  the  firlt  of  her  Captain. 
She  was  ol  J248  tons  burthen.  The 
female  pallengeis  were  air  on  fhore  at 
Deal,  wailing  the  aiitval  ol  the  fhip  at 
that  place.  The  cuinplencnt  ot  men  on 
board  the  Hindudan  was  13X.  Being 
one  cf  the  largclt  Ihips,  (he  had  on  board 
30  guns. 

12.  In  the  evening,  at  feven  o'clock, 
the  Coronet's  inqucll  fat  at  the  watch- 
houic,  Q^ccn's-head-ailey,  Newgate- 
flieet,  on  the  oody  of  a  black  man,  found

Abt.ut  thiee  o'ch  cka  watchman 
found  the  clccealed  n**ar  Mitre-Court, 
Cheapt'de,  and  luppofing  him  dying,  left 
him  in  care  ot  the  conftabie  at  the  wateb- 
heuie.  By  the  waimth  of  the  fire,  he 
fo  lai  recovered,  as  to  fay  be  was  perifL- 
ing  with  edd,  and  had  no  luopey  ;  a 
gentleman  picient  gave  him  a.ihilliog | 
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polntedi  ind  a  Subfctiption  entered  into 
for  promoting  the  Vaccine  pra^ice  ia 
J^ondon. 

The  Roval  Humane  S'»ciety  (of  which 
the  King  is  Patron)  for  tlie  recovery  of 
pcifont  apparently  dead  by  drowning, 
iulfocation,  and  other  fudden  accidents, 
was  eHablifhed  in  this  kingdom  in  1774  » 
and  fince  that  period,  has  been  the  pro¬ 
vidential  means  of  relinrin^  no  lels  than 
2(79  perfons,  who  otherwife  Wi)uld,  in 
all  human  probability,  have  lulfcred  a 
premature  interment.

fhall  I'rduce  from  their  duty  and  alle* 
giance  thole  who  are  ferving  in  the  army 
or  navy  :  latfly,  there  are  charges  againft 
the  provilions  of  another  art  of  the  77th  of 
the  King,  which  had  for  itsobjert  the  more 
etfertual  pieventing  of  the  adminilicring 
unlawful  oaths.  Many  of  thele  are  of 
that  Ijiecicsof  offence  which,  from  their 
malignant  operation  on  the  (>eace,  the 
happinels,  and  the  freurity  of  fociety, 
from  their  tendency  to  lubvert  all  go* 
vernment,  and  all  legitimate  authority, 
at  ail  times  have  been  placed  in  the  higher 
order  ol  ciimes;  that  is,  the  crime  of 
high  treafon,  which  is  direrted  sgainff 
the  royal  authority  and  power.  'I'here 
are  allb  levcial  other  fpecics  of  offences 
fubinitted  to  cur  cognifance,  and  which 
the  Hatutes  above  Hated,  have  dirc6feJ 
to  be  coniidered  as  crimes  inferior  only  in 
degree,  and  lecond  in  enormity  to  the 
Clime  of  High  Treafon  itielf.  Indeed, 
they  will  be  found,  upon  confideiahon, 
as  parts  and  members  of  the  fame  crime  | 
fuch  is  the  crime  of  lixlucing  perfons 
employed  in  the  Tea  and  land  fervice 
from  their  duty  and  allegiance.  Gen* 
tiemen,  the  law  of  this  land,  from  the 
earlicH  times,  has,  with  the  greateit 
anxiety  and  care,  watched  over  the  pre- 
feivatiunof  the  Sovereign's  Perfbn.  To 
preferve  and  protert  him,  in  whofe 
fafety  the  public  intereH  is  fo  much  con¬ 
cerned  }  it  has  confideied  the  evil  work¬ 
ings  of  the  mind,  and  the  malignant 
purpoics  of  the  heart,  when  direrted 
againli  his  fafety,  evidenced  by  any  art 
which  denionHtatcs  that  purpofe,  to  be 
as  highly  penal  as  theartual  perperration 
of  the  atrocious  deed  itfelf.  To  invelti- 
gate  the  tendency  and  intent  of  fuf- 
picious  arts,  to  afeertain  fuch  uurpofe, 
and  to  determine  the  meaning  of  any  art 
done  in  purfuance  of  fuch  defign,  is,  at 
all  times,  a  weighty  duty  for  a  Jury, 
and  the  one  which  you  will  have  in 
charge  to  execute.
